Theater men now definite- 
ly vaude-minded — hint 
Brown will buy again 


NEW YORK, June 15.—Most 
encouraging news in months for 
those hoping for a vaude come- 
back issues from authentic sources 
in the RKO theater-operating de- 
partment. Less specific but con- 
siderably more important is the 
assurance given by responsible 
individuals that RKO’s operators 


are now definitely vaude-minded. 
Of immediate consequence to vaude’s 
protagonists, however, is the prediction 
by one of the important operators that 
there will be at least 10 weeks of vaude 
time added to the RKO books before the 
new season is well on its way. These 
added weeks, also carrying with them the 
definite promise that there will be no 
curtailment of present playing time, will 
come in thru acquisitions mainly and to 
some extent frem policy switches. 

The plans’ being formulated by Joseph 
K. Plunkett’s department to increase 
Charles J. Freeman's vaude time are not 
tied up in any way with,what success 
Freeman’s scouts might have in lining 
up independent houses for vaude book- 
ing. This activity is regarded as separate 
and apart from the circuit’s own theater 
operating and will not reflect either way 
on what might be done in this direction 
from the Plunkett end. 

RKO and Loew are probably the only 
major circuits that have not been badly 
hit by the house-closing epidemic... At 
most it is figured that but eight houses 
in the RKO lineup are definitely out 
for the summer. This is regarded as 
exceptionally good when it is taken into 
consideration that there is a total of 188 
houses in the RKO operating wing. 

While there has been a lull in RKO’s 
theater-buying activity, it is being hint- 
ed by responsible individuals in the or- 
ganization that Hiram S. Brown is not 
definitely out of the buying market. 
Between now and the official opening of 
the new season there will undoubtedly 
be interesting news to relate in this con- 
nection. Plunkett has reached the point 
in his job where he feels that his thea- 
ters are operating 100 per cent. He made 
this admission last week, and it is the 
first time on record that he has come 
Out so bluntly with an optimistic con- 
clusion. While not stating this openly 
it is believed that Plunkett attributes 
the success he has encountered in keep- 
ing the greater number of houses above 
water to the bolstering power of com- 
bination policies. In this he shares the 
belief of Brown that RKO’s destiny is 
“ae up with its espousal of vaudeville. 

Contrary to belief, RKO is not plan- 
hing to give vaude a break thru the re-

Plan includes the organization of au- 
diences in one, two and three-night 
stands, so that Managers going out will 
have practically a guarantee in each 
town. Committee also intends to line 
up routes, setting auditoriums and high 
schools in towns with no legit theater 
and all houses controlled by movie in- 
terests. 

TPROA still visions jury to judge plays 
going out, and so be able to promise 
organized audiences in tanks quality and 
guaranteed productions. Not only plays, 
but actors also, will be judged, accord- 
ing to present plans. 

Guaranteed audiences is keynote of 
campaign, but promotion would be 
wasted unless companies were organized 
and sent out. To this end, TPROA is en- 
listing managerial support, and is en- 
couraged by long list already announced 
for road tours next season. 

Response already received on “S. O. S.” 
campaign is heartily encouraging. Un- 
solicited orders for more than 1,500 but- 
tons have already come in, and that 
without anything but preliminary pub- 
licity on drive. Many of these orders 
are from cities of 20,000 or less. 
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Fox Kiboshes 
Break-In Acts 


Refuses to be goat for other 
circuits — plenty of stand- 
ard material available 


NEW YORK, June 15.— 
Vaudeville’s present and greatly 
curtailed break-in time takes it on 
the chin again with the decree 
from Fox (Fanchon & Marco) 
bookers that they w’!l discontinue 
buying new acts except in such 
instances where the performers 
entailed are recognized as tal- 
ented. One of the chief reasons 
for the ruling the F. & M, bookers can 
see no logic in buying new acts at break- 
in salaries when standard acts around 
and laying off are willing to play for the 
short money. Another is to put the 
RKO agents in their place. 

RKO salesmen, ever since Charles J. 
Freeman stated they can trade where 
and when they wish, have been calling 
Phil Bloom and Jesse Kay mainly for the 
purpose of placing new acts on their 
lists for break-in dates. In a number of 
instances their ego has been s0 heignht- 
ened by the possession of an RKO fran- 
chise and rep. that they cannot under- 
stand being turned down, Almost all of 
them use the phone in attempting to 
transact business with the F. & M. office, 
probably figuring -the walk from the 
Palace Theater Building at 47th street 
to the 5ist street offices of F. & M. as 
too strenunus. 

Refusal of Fox vaudefilm managers, 
who have the right to say “yes” or “no” 
on acts offered for their houses, to play 
unknown turns is another factor behind 
the edict which will practically eliminate 
new acts in Fox houses. They insist on 
standard acts at the least money possible 
and have been getting them. 

Lack of break-in time has been vaude- 
ville’s sore spot for a couple of years, with 
producers and performers dependent on 
the one and two-day stands offered by 
Fox, Warner and the indies for warm- 
ups and fixing. Formerly they had the 
small time. 

With Fox eliminated and most of the 
indie field shut down for the summer, 
break-in acts can only look toward 
Warner. And Warner hasn’t very much. 


“Passion Play” Closes 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., June 13.—The Frei- 
burg Passion Play in English closed here 
after a disastrous tour of the New Eng- 
land States. At Poughkeepsie, N. Y., the 
gross for the entire week was about 
$1,800, and other weeks were almost as 
bad. At Lawrence, Mass., the attend- 
ance was so small that the engagement 
was canceled after the first three days, 
tho it was booked for a week. Company 
plans to reopen in the latter part of 
summer, playing thru Canada. 


RKO Issues More Warnings 
To Acts Late for Rehearsals 


NEW YORK, June 15—RKO is follow- 
ing up its recent threat to cancel acts 
late for rehearsal by getting after the 
agents. 

Booking department has sent out @ 
circular to the agents telling them that 
the music department has been cOm- 
plaining again about late rehearsals. 
Milton Schwarzwald notified the book- 
ing department that the Keith-Albee, 
Flushing, was one of the houses having 
trouble with late rehearsals and that 
acts reported late three times in suc- 
cession. 

Ray Hodgdon has been getting after 
agents consistently on acts that have 
been late for rehearsal and telling them 
to see that the acts report on time in 
the future. 


The Last Curtain 


NEW YORK, June 13—A week 
ago tonight, with the end of the run 
of “Tonight or Never,” the Belasco 
producing organization, famous in 
the theater for many decades, 
breathed its last. The Belasco ban- 
ner waved over a show for the last 
time, and the production staff, after 
it was all over, shook hands in part- 
ing.

their rackets. The two blind boys who played saxophone and banjo as 
they walked up and down Broadway now have as emulators scores of these 
duos who tour the sticks. Two such lads “played” Steubenville, O., the other 
day, and my count for an hour's box-office receipts totaled over $11.50. 

Show business is like a pond. New York is the pebble that is tossed into 


the pond and the ripples it causes reach the farthest corners. 


Do something. 


in New York and Podunk does it next week. 

The wise beggar has found out that in order to get ahead of his com- 
petitor around the corner, he, too, must use “Big Business” methods in these 
hard times. So remember that it is only the smart beggar who has studied 
the workings of your mind that gets your trade nowadays. 


NE of the most popular artifices of the gentlemen in rags who are at 


the top of their profession is based upon the “everybody is basicly lonely” 

theory. It works like this: You pass a supposedly blind mendicant who 
is reaching for a coin that he has supposedly dropped just out of his reach. 
Now if you are an average person you pass by the average beggar without any 
more ado. But this beggar is not an average beggar in that he is advertising 
himself by attracting attention with his gropings for the elusive coin in front 
of him. Where is the soul with heart so dead that he will not at least retrieve 
something for a man that is in darkness? 

So you fall into the neatly laid trap by picking up the coin. You hand 
it to the beggar, who immediately “God blesses” vou into a feeling of warmth 
and achievement. The feeling that you are lonely, which psychologists insist 
everyone has, recedes before this all-enveloping feeling of—‘I’m a great guy 
after all my enemies are wrong the beggars and I have a 
common ground .. we understand one another.” And then, of course, the 
least you can do is slip the supplicant (and brother under the skin) a nice 
big coin. 

There are tricks to every trade. 


HOW people especially are exceedingly generous to those who beg. It is 

said of William Fox that he never visited Atlantic City without giving 

the legless beggar next to the Traymore a $50 note. I wonder how he 
would feel if he found out that that particular mendicant owned a mortgage 
on a house not far away from there. 

Those in need, I believe, receive more from showfolks in ratio to their 
earnings than any other profession. Many on the stage wiil not pass any 
upturned hat without dropping a coin in. 

I know one grand dame of the vaudeville stage whose creed was such. 
She carried a store of quarters in her purse for those that life had buffeted 
too much. And as her name receded from the bigger lights to less con- 
spicuous billings she still lived up to her creed. They tell me that she 
haunts the booking offices now for the spot that is not to come. I saw her 
or. Broadway the other day—a worn figure, whose dress was shabby at the 
edges. Curious, I followed her until she came to a beggar. She hesitated 
. and ther brought forth from her used purse a quarter as worn as her 
carriage. I wonder if it was her iast. And I wonder too—if she is forced to 
sit in the city streets and beg for her bread, will humanity be as good to her 
as she was to humanity? 


Wildeatting 
Vaude Units 


Taking “flesh” pulse in 
virgin territory by showing 
standard acts on percentage 


NEW YORK, June 15.—Rep- 
resentative vaude showmen are 
taking the pulse of “flesh” trends 
for the coming season by wild- 
catting units thru virgin territory. 
Most of the towns on routes being 
laid out by the wildcatters have 
not played vaude in periods of 
from three to five years. One unit 
sponsor is steering for a territory 
in the Middle West that takes in 10 
towns that have never played vaude in 
any form. 

Each of the unit sponsors has his own 
plan of operation, but all whose projects 
have been revealed are in agreement on 
one phase: That the shows play the pic- 
ture houses, town halls, auditoriums and 
lodge meeting rooms on percentage. And 
most of the outfits are not co-operative. 

Several of the wildcatters do not ex- 
pect financial returns from the pick-up 
dates of the units they are assembling. 
These are the showmen who have a fair 
amount of money backing and are 
minded to try the proposition as a feeler 
for what might be done along the “flesh” 
line in the fall. 

Acts being selected for the units are 
mostly standards, it being borne in mind 
by the unit owners that poor shows will 
destroy all confidence of managers in the 
drawing power of “flesh.” One show prac- 
tically lined up and set to start by next 
week contains six standard acts, all of 
which are ready to do wildcat duty under 
phoney billings. Slant on the acts is 
that most of them are washed up with 
their seasons anyway and are taking a 
stab at the unit propositions in leu of 
accepting summer jobs as social directors 
and entertainers at mountain and sea- 
side resorts. They figure they can make 
more on the unit propositions than on 
the resort jobs and keep in trim for a 
fall comeback. 


Warner Selects Sites 
For 3 Eastern Houses 


NEW YORK, June 13. — Warner has 
selected sites for houses in Washington, 
D. C.; Ridgewood, N. J., and Newark. In 
Washington it will build a 2,000-seater 
at Grand and Navy Yard avenues. Con- 
tracts are now being let out for another 
2,000-seater in Ridgewood, and a site has 
been chosen for a house with a large 
seating capacity in Newark. Three will 
be built with stages. 

Warner continues to fortify its posi- 
tion in the East, these three new houses 
augmenting four others scheduled to 
open this month in Morgantown, W. Va; 
Torrington, Conn.; Nashville, Tenn., and 
Perth Amboy, N. J. 


RKO Drops One Broadcast 


NEW YORK, June 13.—Matinee RKO 
broadcasts over WJZ have been dropped 
on Saturdays during summer and are 
being given only on Tuesdays and Fri- 
days. These 15-minute programs had 
been broadcast by Mrs. Ruth King Owen 
the past three months to bolster matinee 
attendance in RKO houses of the met- 
ropolitan area.

New Airing 
On NVA Mess 


Hope to settle dispute 
amicably, rather than drag 
case into courts 


NEW YORK, June 15.—One 
more attempt will be made this 
afternoon or tomorrow by counsel 
for the NVA, Inc., and the NVA 
Benefit Fund to reach an amicable 
agreement rather than allow the 
stench of the actor-manager dis- 
pute to pervade the general public 
thru a civil action. In order that 


this conference be made possible, a 
postponement to June 19 was granted on 
the order obtained June 9 from the Su- 
preme Court, which was returnable last 
Friday, directing Pat Casey to show cause 
why he should not turn over all books 
and records pertaining and belonging to 
every activity of the NVA. 

An agreement could not be reached at 
the first conference between the lawyers 
for the NVA, Inc.; Hirsh, Newman, Reass 
and Becker, and Martin E. King, counsel 
for the NVA Benefit Fund, and Pat 
Casey. which was held last Monday in 
the Offices of the VMA. Since then 
Nathan Burkan, prominent attorney, has 
been added to the legal staff of the 
NVA Benefit Fund in this controversy, 
which hinges on the order issued by the 
“fund's” directors on May 22 that the 
social side of the NVA must be elimi- 
nated. The notice callec for the dis- 
missal of practically all NVA employees 
and the closing of the clubhouse by 
June 1. 


On Sunday night, May 31, a mass 
meeting was held in the clubhouse, with 
the paid-up actor members present, 
adopting a set of resolutions drawn up 
by the directors of the NVA, Inc., con- 
demning and annulling the closing or- 
der, as well as demanding that Casey 
turn over the club’s records. This 
Casey has refused to do on the ground 
that he is still treasurer and director 
of the NVA, Inc., and therefore has a 
right to those books and records. 


Had the directors of the NVA, Inc., 
gone thru with their original intention 
and deposed Casey that night as the 
club's treasurer, he would have auto- 
matically been forced to relinquish the 
club's property. Henry Chesterfield, sec- 
retary, who signed the court order served 
on Casey last week, claims he dissuaded 
the directors from forcing Casey's resig- 
nation then on the ground that he did 
not wish further humiliation heaped on 
the treasurer of the actors’ association. 


Officials of the VMA stated that the 
directors of the NVA Benefit Fund, who 
are the heads of the five major circuits, 
Will Hays and Casey, are prepared and 
willing to turn over all property and

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Brown Promises Not To Cut 
As Freeman Lampoons Seers 


Both make important blasts at goif dinner—president 
says RKO has money to run two years—Freeman rid- 
icules shakeup reports with potential shakers in audience 


NEW YORK, June 13.—At a time and in circumstances when 
business was inferred to be farthest from their minds, President 
Hiram S. Brown, of RKO, and Charles J. Freeman, head of the cir- 
cuit’s vaudeville booking department, put on a sock-packed two-man 
show. The occasion was the dinner last night marking the windup 


of the spring tournament of the 
RKO Golf Ciub at the Westches- 
ter County Club, Rye. Freeman’s 
exceedingly important remarks 


were wedged in thru his toast- 
mastering as retiring president of the 
club, and Brown spoke both as one of the 
boys and, when he dropped his levity, as 
the presiding official cf the circuit going 
into its third year of existence. 


Freeman took advantage of the occa- 
sion, without hiding the fact that his 
move was carefully planned, to wax face- 
tious over the RKO shake-up reports dealt 
in by trade papers in wholesale quanti- 
ties in recent weeks. Being flanked on 
both sides of the dais by every important 
Official in the RKO organization, the 
vaudeville booking chief verbally hit the 
rumor mongers square in the face and 
defied them by inference to continue 
with their chattering after his public 
ridicule of them. 

Called upon to address the golfers and 
kibitzers who overflowed one of the club's 
large dining rooms, Brown did a follow- 
up on Freeman's venture into matters 
alien to golf tourneys, and came out 
bluntly for the first time since the major 
circuits started on their. salary-cutting 
sprees with the statement that RKO will 
not cut salaries. Brown indicated that 
he is unalterably opposed to this method 
of retrenchment, and from this point 
went into a recital, tho rather sketchily, 
of the momentous events that had tran- 
spired in the last several days tn the 
high councils of the circuit. 

RKO's president explained that he did 
not take part in this year’s tournament, 
because up until the day before he had 
been closeted with David Sarnoff, presi- 
dent of RCA, in solving problems on 
which the future of RKO depends. Brown 
and Sarnoff were faced with a choice of 
asking a loan of General Electric and 
Westinghouse to carry on operations for 
next season or going out in the open 
market for the necessary financing. 
While not revealing precisely how he and 
Sarnoff finaliy solved their 
Brown indicated that they have been as- 
sured funds for the next two years with- 
out being forced to apply for aid from 
their affiliated companies. This last pro- 
nouncement was received with deafening 
applause. 

In relating glimpses of the monu- 
mental task before him and Sarnoff, the 
RKO president lauded the grandfather 
of the Radio family, expressing particular 
admiration for Sarnoff’s ability to over- 
come difficulties. He extended Sarnoff’s 
greetings to the assembled RKOites, of- 
fering as on explanation of his absence 
the fatigue resulting from the Iong pull 
of the last few days. The day before the 
dinner, according to authentic sources, 
RKO’s board of directors held a special 
mecting and it is being inferred that it 
was ‘from this important confab that 
Brown walked out with the optimistic 
news he brought to his colleagues at the 
Westchester Country Club.

NEW YORK, June 13.—-RKO agents 
are on the spot for a calldown by the 
booking office on complaint from the 
national exploitation department that 
they are negligent in furnishing photos 
and billings of acts to help the circuit 
in its plan to sell “flesh.” 

This long-lamented condition boiled 
over Tuesday (June 9) at a local man- 
agers’ meeting held by the operating de- 
partment, the season's last official gather- 
ing of house execs. Squawks were made 
about trouble with photos and billings, 
with the result that the exploitation 
head, E. M. Orowitz, was called in to 
explain. By a coincidence he was con- 


. ferring at the time with Charles J. Free- 


man, bocking nead, about the condition. 

Most of the trouble is experienced in 
the houses booked by Harry Kalcheim. 
Unless there is an improvement the 
booking office intends to take steps to 
alleviate the condition. Among plans

that are being considered towards accom- 
plishing this end are: Not buying acts 
unless agent produces a slip to show 
photo and billing requirements have 
been met; penciling in the act and not 
making it set until the act fills the ex- 
ploitation head’s needs within 24 hours, 
and attaching a corresponding clause to 
artists’ contracts. 

Circuit’s exploitation department states 
that it will be aided greatly in selling 
“flesh” were the acts to co-operate on 
their own and not wait for word from 
the agents. When the acts are notified 
of their booking they should im- 
mediately go to that department and 
provide necessary photos and complete 
billings, specifying exact running time 
and number of people. 


Booking office’s stand in the matter is 
that it is just as important for artists’ 
representatives to help sell acts in houses 
as it is for the circuit to buy from them. 


Beginning this week names of artists and units playing 
the Loew picture houses and the Fanchon & Marco Idea 
route will he listed under the heading of PRESENTA- 
TIONS in The Billboard’s Route Department. Heretofore 
these items were ranged under the heading of VAUDE- 
VILLE. The change has been made in order to effect a 
more logical grouping and upon the suggestion of readers 
that only artists and acts playing in houses using un- 
adulterated vaudeville bills be ranged under the VAUDE- 


Bands Do Not 
Like Novelties 


Few playing RKO squawk 
that fancy pit overtures are 
stealing their thunder 


NEW YORK, June 15.—Own- 
ers of the few band acts that 
have been playing for RKO are 
squawking about the novelty 
overtures in most of the houses 
they play, the latest one reported 
het up being Henry Santrey. 
Band acts claim the novelty over- 
tures, which run six to eight 
minutes and really amount to an 
opening act, are often too strong and 
take away the thunder of the stage band. 
Band acts want the overtures cut wher- 
ever they play, claiming they are enough 
for the straight music portion of the bill 
and that overtures hurt their chances to 
go over, 

The Music Department says that no 
complaints from band acts have officially 
reached it and that it is not worried 
about the situation. It claims a good 
band act should be able to go over just 
as well no matter how novel the over- 
ture, and that it is not contemplating 
cutting this feature. 

Milton Schwarzwald, RKO music head, 
has been building up the novelty over- 
ture ‘dea ever since he joined the organi- 
zation three years ago. His department 
now produces an average of one special 
overture a week, 120 copies of which are 
distributed over the circuit. Pit leaders 
use their own ideas together with the 
department’s suggestions, and are now 
taking versatile musicians into their or- 
chestras with a view toward meeting the 
demand for comedy and punch solos. 

Buildup RKO is giving its orchestras 
and leaders is proving valuable. Now 
that most RKO layouts have come down 
‘o four acts, the house band is billed as 
an act and is used to stretch the “flesh” 


portion of the bill to five-act propor- 
tions. 


Rogers Now Inactive; 
Beacom Moves in Soon

Mae Woods. Conceding that there is a 
plentitude of talent around to supply 
the demands of junior houses where the 
revival will undoubtedly be concentrated, 
RKO’s big need at this time is man 
power in the booking office. Charley 
Freeman has a capable staff catering to 
his present needs, but we think he 
will be up against it when the new 
season starts unless help is recruited 
from the outside. The problems attend- 
ing the booking of independent houses 
are separate and apart from those faced, 
for example, by Arthur Willi, booking 
the better Eastern houses, and Bill 
Howard, buying acts for the short but 
high-budgeted intact route. There are 
pitifully few men on RKO'’s booking floor 
who can call themselves experts in the 
matter of buying acts for outside houses 
and maintaining cordial relations with 
independent managers. Sooner or later, 
if it really intends to make something 
out of its junior department, RKO will 
be forced to draft man power from the 
outside. 

Charley Freeman is always open to 
suggestions. So is Hiram 8S. Brown, who 
takes a greater interest in the doings on 
the Sixth Floor than you imagine. 
There is a man in the independent 
booking field who impresses us as an 
ideal selection for an important post in 
Freeman's junior booking department. 
He has managed to keep his head above 
the disrepute into which most of his 
contemporaries have fallen. In operat- 
ing his office continuously since the in- 
dependent field began slipping into the 
gutter he has succeeded in avoiding the 
slightest suspicion being cast upon him 
for gyping. If you know the inde- 
pendent field as well as we do you would 


concede that such, indeed, is an 
accomplishment. 
We refer to Arthur Fisher. There 


must be something praiseworthy about 
the methods he employs and a certain 
degree of quality maintained in the 
string of houses he books when one 
considers that the biggest “names” in 
the business are represented on his daily 
call list. He has booked most of his 
houses since he started out on his own. 
Which proves rather convincingly that 
he possesses the secret formula for keep- 
ing within the good graces of managers. 
To our mind RKO and Arthur Fisher 
are a winning combination. If Freeman 
has not given the matter any thought 
until now we earnestly hope this will 
be of some influenceyin making him 
Fisher-minded. Vaudeville needs a com- 
bination like this to come back strong. 


HE old Colonial, New York, will be 

reopened in the fall as a straight 

picture house. We think RKO is 
making a mistake if it finally goes thru 
with this plan. The section of the 
city in which the darkened theater is 
located has improved considerably since 
the house bowed out as the Palace's 
Most formidable rival in popularity. 
Loew's Lincoln Square, about four streets 
removed, is still dark since the fire that 
razed it last winter. The Colonial, now 
without opposition, has a vaude reputa- 
tion that is worth plenty of cash to 
RKO. It should be capitalized and the 
circuit’s operators might reconsider their 
Plan to start it off again as a film 
grinder. Performers can use that half or 
full week handily—and so can RKO. 


E DON’T hear as much about dirt 
on vaude stages as several months 
ago because acts are cleaner. As 

we had contended all along, censorship 
is a matter for house managers to handle. 
In RKO, as well as on the Loew and, 
Fox circuits, managers have become more 
dirt-conscious. They catch their open- 
ing shows for dirt and arrange, so far 
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ISABELLE LUBOW, whose sock 


specialties enliven the routine of 
Irving Yates’ “Impromptu Revue,” 
which recently played the RKO in- 
tact route and may open pext week - 
Snakehips number and she also does 
for Loew. Miss Lubow’s forte is a 
acrobatic work, Before joining the 
Yates act she was featured with the 
“Bradley and Tierney Revue.”

In former years, when the VMA head- 
quarters were in the Columbia Theater 
Building, Casey himself frequently pre- 
sided at the hearings to the various 
squabbles that come up in vaudeville 
every day in the week between acts and 
managers, agents or bookers. Since 
moved into the elaborate suite at 1600 
Broadway, Casey has had very little to 
do with the matters pertaining to the 
Joint Complaint Bureau.

NEW YORK, June 13.—License Commissioner James F. 
Geraghty is reliably reported to be in possession of all necessary 
data in his drive of unprecedented proportions against gyping book- 
ers and agents in the independent field. His representative in the 


theatrical division, Inspector 
ber of complaints against licensed 
and unlicensed offices since The 
Billboard exclusively announced 
the inception of the clean-up 
campain in its May 30.issue. 

Performers have also brought com- 
plaints against certain offices to The 
Billboard in accordance with a notice 
posted in these pages that this paper 
will do everything in its power to assist 
victimized artists in clarifying issues in- 
volved in their cases before these are 
presented to the JTicense Department. 
Commissioner Geraghty, it has been ad- 
mitted, is hindered in getting immediate 
action on most complaints because of the 
many loopholes in the law. He has re- 
iterated, however, that if performers who 
have iegitimate squawks on shady 
methods of doing agenting and booking 
business stick to their guns and appear 
in court or at hearings whenever sum- 
moned, there should be no difficulty in 
bringing alleged gyps to justice. 

While other cases are pending, with 
details incomplete as yet to deserve men- 
tion, details of two complaints filed with 
the License Department were released 
this week. Offices involved in these are 
Paul Savoy and Davis & Davis. The com- 
plaint made against Harry Davis, of Davis 
& Davis, reached the Magistrate’s Court 
but has been adjourned because of the 
failure of the complainant to appear at 
yesterday's hearing. 

The Sunshine Sisters, singing and 
dancing team, have filed a complaint 
against Paul Savoy, who could not be 
reached this week by the team, the 
License Department and representatives 
of The Billboard. According to the state- 
ment made to Inspector Gill by Mrs. Rose 
Gold, mother of the girls, they were 
booked for the Palais D’Or, inese res- 
tavrant, for May 25, 26 and 27. The 
Samuels Musical Bureau placed them 
with Savoy, who had been putting on 
shows at the Palais D’Or, with the un- 
derstanding that they were to be paid at 
the pro rata rate of $100 a week. The 
girls played three deys at the restaura“* 
and then shoved off by prearrangement 
for the Decoration Day week-end to en- 
tertain at the Evans Hotel, Loch Shel- 
drake. Upon returning from the mountain 
resort the girls sought their salary, $42.84. 
Savoy could not be found and inquiry at 
the restaurant revealed that Savoy had 
been intrusted with paying off the acts. 
The floor show in which the Sunshine 
Girls appeared was the last of the season. 

The Sunshines are now working with 
the Vic and Peggy Binns Revue on New 
England dates for RKO. The Samuels 
office also placed them with this act. 
The License Department is reporting in- 
vestigating an angle of this case which 
has it that the Samuels office, thru Max 
Raymond and Abe Samuels, made a 
verbal agreement to collect 10 per cent 
of the girls’ salaries. So far as is shown 
the Samuels office is unlicensed, and is 
therefore violating the law by operating 
as an employment agency. 


Frankie Cramer, leader of a girl band, 
complained to the License Department 
about the Davis & Davis office. Her 
original intention was to settle a claim 
she belicved she had against the office 
for attempting to break up her act. 
When the complaint was taken up in 
detail, it was found that an agreement 
had been made for the four girls in the 
Cramer outfit to pay the Davis office 10 


William F. Gil], has received a num- 


per cent commission. The office is un- 
licensed. 

Inspector Gill had Davis brought up in 
court on a charge of conducting an em- 
ployment agency without a license. Miss 
Cramer was to have appeared before 
Magistrate Charles Brandt Jr. yesterday, 
but failed to show up. The case was ad- 
journed, for a second time, to June 18. 

The Cramer charge hinged on the book- 
ing of her four-girl musical combo into 
Emil’s Tavern, Brookhaven, L. I. The 
date began May 1 and lasted four weeks. 
At that time Miss Cramer and one of the 
girls were reported to have been dis- 
charged and the management retained 
the remaining two girls. While there was 
no agreement to pay Davis 10 per cent, 
according to the complaint, at the time 
of the booking, an agreement was sent to 
the resort later calling for Davis to re- 
ceive $8 weekly out of the $80 the girls 
were receiving with room and board. 

When arraigned, Davis in the Seventh 
District Magistrate Court pleaded not 
guilty, and was released in $100 bail. He 
Was represented by Bogart & Lonergan. 
Miss Cramer will probably be subpoenaed 
to appear at the June 18 hearing. 


Freeman Keeping 
Watch on Intacts 


NEW YORK, June 13.—While not actu- 
ally booking the Coast-to-Coast intacts, 
from now on Charles J. Freeman will 
exercise closer supervision over these 
columns than heretofore. Dolph Leffler, 
who succeeded Sam Tishman as the in- 
tact booker several weeks ago, will have 
free rein, but Freeman will be apprised 
of every move made weekly in buying 
and dickering for acts for the four-act 
shows. 

Freeman’s move is intended as a 
means of quieting talk about favoritism 
employed in buying material for the 
long route. This links in with the sys- 
tem recently inaugurated whereby the 
intact booker merely designates the acts 
he wants and Jim Aloz, Freeman's rout- 
ing and transportation man, talks sal- 
aries with the agent. It has been 
charged via undercover talk and in 
anonymous letters that certain acts ha@ 
to lay money down on the line thru their 
agents for intact routes. Freeman made 
an attempt to trace the reports, byt thus 
far no act has come forward with defi- 
nite proof of palm smearing being neces- 
sary to obtain a route. Freeman is still 
waiting to hear those who are whisper- 
ing talk out in the open with names and 
other details.

Black Gets Talent 
Edge by Strategy 


LONDON, June 8.—Moving with the 
times, George Black director of the 
Genera] Theaters Corporation, now has 
the entire monopoly of West End vaude. 
This has ‘been brought ahout by Black's 
ingenuity in signing up American 
“name” and standard acts, surefire for 
English audiences, and cornering the 
most capable of home performers, sign- 
ing them under long-term contracts and 
then putting in a barring clause that re- 
strains them from appearing for 16 
weeks before’ any engagement at the 
Palladium or Holborn Empire at any op- 
position house within a radius of a mile. 
This bars a performer with a Palladium 
er Holborn contract from playing an en- 
gagement at the Alhambra, Coliseum, 
Palace or Victoria Palace within the 
specified time stated in the clause. Prob- 
ably this barring clause has more to do 
with the closing of the Alhambra than 
any other circumstance. 

At present only one performer has a 
release by Black from this barring clause. 
The artist is Jack Barty, well-known 
English comedian, specially released by 
Black to play in The White Horse Inn, 
current at fir Oswald Stoll’s Coliseum. 

The administration of the Kit Cat 
Club, most famous in floor shows here, 
by the Gaumont British in conjunction 
with the GTC makes it difficult for the 
opposition in the cabfret world, too. 
Acts headlining at the Palladium are 
used to double at the Kit Cat. Will Ma- 
honey is a current example. 

When the Leicester Square, RKO's 
only house in England, adds a stage and 
“flesh” presentation, together with a 
permanent house orchestra and m. c., 
this will be the only opposition of any 
importance to the two prominent GTC 
vaude houses. Even then it is already 
hinted that a working agreement be- 
tween RKO and GTC will be arrived at 
with reference to this contingency. 


Hackett Favors Arch 
Frame for RKO Stages 


NEW YORK, June 15.—Janette Hack- 
ett, RKO’s embellisher, is sponsoring a 
new production idea, an arch frame, for 
the circuit’s stages. First house equipped 
with the frame is the Palace. The frame 
is a wooden arch that replaced the Pal- 
ace’s tan tormenter and straight-line 
border. It provides a more lavish ap- 
pearance and hides the ties from the 
audience view. 

Frame can be dressed with a different- 
colored cloth each week to give the ap- 
pearance of newness. It is also easy to 
handle and can be lifted to give a higher 
view during aerial acts. Miss Hackett is 
recommending the idea for the rest of 
the RKO houses. It is part of her cam- 
paign to dress up RKO’s stages.

Palace bill usually is same as the 
Albee, Cincinnati, offers the week before, 
but this week only Harry Delmar and 
Faber and Wales remain of the unit 
that played Cincinnati.

Especially 
good are her Spanish song and dance 
numbers. A rather thin but appealing 
voice, and she knows how to put her 
stuff across. Peanut Vendor number 
Was well liked. Over big. 

Those who like the cafe m. c. style of 
humor will like Richy Craig Jr. He's 
using his same old line of gags put over 
im an affected style and wholly lacking 
in spontaneity. But there was a suf- 
ficient number of persons in Sunday's 
audience who like him to give him a 
big hand. 

Harry Delmar’s Revue closed. Some 
beautiful chorus mumbers, excellent 
dance routines and very fair comedy, in- 
termixed with some ancient stuff that 
could well be eliminated. Shackle dance 
by Olive McClure was highlight of the 
act.

Good bill, tho light on the comedy 
end. Ruth Roland the vaude draw, and 
Lew Ayres in Up for Murder the film. 
Piz holding up well, with the house kept 
cool and comfortable for the warm 
weather. 

Monroe and Grant, two men, open 
With a novel trampoline act and did 
nicely. Bouncing stunts are well ex- 
ecuted, with one of the duo spotted for 
punchy comedy bits. 

The Forum Boys, four, deuce and made 
@ good impression with their harmon- 
izing and guitar strumming. They 
handle the numbers expertly and have 
geod voices. Numbers are varied and 
given novel presentation. 

Joe and Jane McKenna are versatile, 
but fail to click most of the time. They 
gag, dance and warble, but not in 
punchy fash‘on, and mean little till their 
closing Number, a funny adagio bur- 
lesque. 

Christensen Brothers head a baby 
flash that really gets away from stereo- 
type ideas. Two girls assist and are 
gracefu] at toe work, while the brothers 
do leaping and twirling specialties. 
Colorful costumes and sets carry out a 
Pierrot theme. Went over okeh. 

Stetson should have been spotted 
earlier and had a hard time warming 
them up. Works alone, juggling balls, 
cane, hats and cigar boxes. Intentional 
misses are used for comedy. Cigar-box 
juggling sent him off to a good hand. 

Ruth Roland came on to a reception 
end went off to a healthy hand. Voice 
is weak and Miss Roland wisely sticks to 
pop tunes that require no straining for 
high notes. Has charm and personality 
that covers voice defects. Ted Lewis 
closing bit was a punch. 

Frank Libuse next-to-closed and 
clowned his way up to a sock finish 
after a slow opening. Libuse is a clever 
and versatile dead-pan comedian, get- 
tinc most of his laughs by a burlesque 
ct “artistic” piano playing. Two girls 
give capable assist at warbling, dancing 
and in the comedy bits. 

The Briants, two men, closed with 
their familiar but still funny comedy 
acrobatics.

After laboring thru a cycle of interlocking holdovers that didn’t help business 
any, the showcase has thrown off the yoke and emerges this week with an entirely 
new layout. There are bigger socks here than on Primo Carnera’s feet and suf- 
ficient quota of the kind of “names” that are purported to mean something at the 
box office. With the weather in his favor, Elmer Rogers should be in a position, at 
least thru word-of-mouth plugging, to get bigger grosses than has been his wont 
for months. Show looks swell on paper and plays even better. Not much relief 
from the spotlight, but they won’t mind it in this swell array of entertainment. 
Schnozzles of Eugene Howard and Sammy Cohen should give RKO’s exploiteers 
something to work on. Here’s one time that Jimmy Durante’s looks like a pimple. 
Matinee business was off. 

STANLEY BROTHERS AND ATTREE were the first sock and along sight lines. 
Mixed trio heavy on males perform trapeze and iron-jaw stunts with one of the 
Stanleys providing most of the jaw resistance. This individual also gets an applause 
breek with his toe fallaways on a swing trap. Act has a particularly happy choice 
of musical numbers for accompaniment. 

WILL AUBREY has improved several hundred per cent since he started doing 
his single on this time two seasons ago. He has pleasing pipes, ingratiating per- 
sonalty and swell materiel. In the garb of an old-fashioned ham Aubrey sticks to 
the character more or less and this might be the secret of his great appeal. He 
employs a guitar to accompany his warbles. The old minstrel parade bit stopped 
the show cold. 

BARBARA NEWBERRY AND WILLIAM HOLBROOK are reunited and doing & 
better act than was caught here a few days short of three years ago. Both are 
favorites here and were cvated. This act allows them plenty of stepping latitude 
and this time when they attempt talk or warble they are not treading in foreign 
territory. Material is smart, but not to the extent that it removes them from mass 
appeal. Their gigolo item might be shortened, but cleverly staged nevertheless. 
They were warmly received. Lew Kessler is the piano accompanist. 

SAMMY COHEN, thetschnozzle boy of the films, rang up two show-stops. That 
is, the act did, and Doris Roche, Sammy’s warbling wife, accounted for that. Sammy 
ts one of the cleverest muggers booked here in ages and a wow acromedian, but 
friend wife’s warbles give the act that something which sends it over with a 
bang. We have cavght worse material here, but if this boy would get some punchy 
stuff that fits him better.they would be making a grab for him from all sides. 
Miss Roche loses out on billing because she is introduced as a surprise toward 
the finish of the turn. Sammy’s snake charming and pug panto. bits are classics 
that can always bear a revival. 

CAB CALLOWAY AND HIS MISSOURIANS, than whom there is nothing hotter 
yn the line of colored bands, drew an expected ovation and served wallop after 
wallop without a letup. Calloway’s wailing style of singing garnishes the frenzied 
playing of the 11-piecé unit. Cora La Redd, the cotton club favorite who puts fire 
in her singing and stepping, came in for a lion’s share of the applause, and Alma 
Smith, a vital songstress who also contributes some wiggles, was cordially received, 
too. Band stopped the show cold with its St. Louis Blues and was yelled into serv- 
ing St. James Infirmary Blues as a parting dish. Calloway’s boys make their dusky 
competitors take:a back seat. 

DIAMOND BOYS closed intermission and scored by a safe margin the biggest 
smash of the show. Hughie, Tom and Harold, assisted by a stoogey diamond in the 
reugh, were a constant source of delight both in their fluid-like hoofing and by 
virtue of that brand of clowning that is oft imitated, but never duplicated. Musi- 
cal accompaniment is of little service to the delectable trio. You can’t hear it above 
the laughter. Their sensational show-stop pleaded for a holdover. 

FRANCES UPTON AND J. FRED COOTS had a tough time on their hands in 
the next-to-closing spot because their work conflicted with everything else that 
preceded. Miss Upton sang pleasingly and Coots drew showers of applause with his 
memory tickiers of hits he wrote. They made the grade and easily went past the 
bows with a pop. It might have been better, but not essential, to spot this act 
earlier in the show. 

WILLIE AND EUGENE HOWARD are back as a team a year after they parted 
company immediately following a Palace date. Willie just came out of Girl Crazy. 
They ‘ind it a cinch holding down the caboose spot, starting with a bunch of 
new gags in their opening crossfire and then into Harry W. Conn’s little piece, 
The Interview. In this portion Willie manages to be hilariously funny despite 
come trite material. His familiar impersonations kept interest up to a high pitch. 
Finished with their trade-marked harmonizing. Lou Parker plays the reporter in 
whe interview skit.

The Tanzolas, two girls and a boy, 
open the proceedings with a variety of 
dances and scored nice hands on bits of 
their work. The mixed team has a fair 
waltz adagio and Russian number, but 
the toe and acrobatic offering of one of 
the girls is the best of the lot. A single 
tap by the male member got a good 
hand. 

Foster, Fagan and Cox, a trio of male 
harmony songsters, put over several com- 
edy lyrics, scoring their biggest hit with 
an Adam and Eve number. A comedy 
hula song and dance brought many 
laughs and sent them off to thunderous 
applause, only to have them appear 
again in Ken Murray’s lineup. 

Edgar Bergen, assisted by the attrac- 
tive Christina Graver, fill in the next-to- 
closing with their old but entertaining 
ventriloguial skit. Some of the patrons 
remembered Bergen from his last appear- 
ance here on Loew’s Circuit about 14 
months ago. The turn, one of the 
cleverest and most novel of its kind, 
went over big and was accorded a nice 
hand. 

Ken Murray and his sparkling com- 
pany closed, assisted by Helen and Mil- 
ton Charleston; Foster, Fagan and Cox, 
and an unbilled boy. Typical of Murray, 


and the dancing of Helen and Milton’s 
St. Vitus’ role helped considerably in put- 
ting it over. Foster, Fagan and Cox 
were capable participants in the tom- 
foolery. Applause aplenty, and the audi- 
ence didn’t want to let them leave.

Vaude took a cut to four acts, as well 
as in budget this week, due to the 
lengthy draw film, Front Page. The ex- 
tensive front exploitation on the picture 
is giving the house an all-film outlook, 
with the vaude getting hardly any play 
at all. Considering its long run at the 
Rivoli and the weather, less dependence 
should have been placed on the screen 
feature and more on the stage show for 
business draw. Bill is running a little 
more than an hour and for good enter- 
tainmment thruout. While Art Frank's 
31 minutes of running time eliminates 
the necessity of a fifth act, more money 
should have been spent on the show 
to get more in the till 

Belleclaire Brothers could have con- 
sidered themselves as having stopped the 
show had they not milked that third 
tov at the matinee. Doing their stand- 
ard and excellent hand-to-hand, with 


the chute dive and catch finish, they 
are a corking opener for any bill. 

Cookie Bowers is deucing with his 
musical and personal impressions. His 
reception here was big, with laughs 
coming frequently during his closing 
bit on a woman and daughter in a 
Coney Island swimming pool. The same 
cannot be said for his impression of a 
man wakirg up in the morning. 
Bowers’ billing makes one expect a wom- 
an instead of a man and his Hebe bow- 
off music is probably more of a detrac- 
tion than a help in certain neighbor- 
hoods. 

Casa and Lehn and Company, a great- 
ly improved skit since last caught by 
this reviewer, is next-to-closing. There's 
a confliction between this turn and the 
closer, but the laughs entailed can make 
anybody overlook that. Five girls and 
male !n the cast and everything they 
do is good. As usual, the burlesqued 
adagio dance by the standard bearers 
counted the most. 

Art Frank and his Yankee Volunteers 
closes. Act is running 21 minutes and, 
except for a couple of slow moments, is 
punchy all the way. Two girls and male, 
singers and dancers, are in assist to 
Frank and his six-piece G. A. R. band. 
There is a pleasant surprise when the 
musical outfit switches from pre-jazz to 
pop music, with the cornetist’s playing 
during the latter a sock. The same goes 
for Frank’s dancing.

Opening show saw a very good house. 
While not as many people appeared on 
the stage during the performance as in 
some previous weeks, still the show gave 
general satisfaction. Business seems to 
hold up very well and undoubtedly the 


people are becoming more vaudeville- 
minded. 
Impromptu Review, consisting of 


seven, opened with a combination of 
dancing and acrobatics, interspersed with 
some excellent solo singing by one of 
the male members. 

Jerome and Ryan, with banjo and 
guitar, offered parody singing that went 
over very well and took them off to an 
encore. 

Serge Flash, a very clever juggler, 
offered nothing particularly new, but 
the work that he did with a few sticks 
and balls certainly was done in such 4 
masterful manner that it let him off to 
a strong finish. 

Hibbitt and Hartman, with their pat- 
ter and talk, brought out the first com- 
edy of the bill and caught the audience 
with their dog hokum, introducing some 
real dog specimens that might take first 
prize in a dog show if comedy-looking 
dogs got prizes. 

Galli-Rini and Sister, in a very nice 
musical act, presented the male member 
of the act as a versatile musician on 
various instruments, along with some 
fine music on the piano-accordion. They 
finished very well, taking several bows. 

Milo, a mimic, offered imitations of 
various animals and birds, interspersed 
with some impersonations. He appeared 
in tramp costume that did not seem to 
fit the act, altho his work seemed to 
please. 

Harry Burns, Italian impersonator, 
with his riotous comedy, was the big 
bright spot and put over his act, assisted 
by one male and two females, with many 
laughs and clowning that brought him 
a big finish. 

Rhapsody in Silk, a magic act pre- 
sented by A. Duval, was very beautifully 
produced. The flash with the many silk 
articles, clever work by Duval and the 
startling finish to a unique and novel 
setting, brought the show to a strong 
finish.

A well-rounded-out comedy bill is on 
view here this week, with four of the 
five turns furnishing the laughs and 
running neck and neck for applause 
honors at this show. 
White Shoulders is the feature talkie. 
The Six Lucky Boys have a great Risley 
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act and furnish fast and furious acro- 
batics and foot tossing and balancing. 
These boys, featured last year at many 
of the State fairs, have embodied a lot 
of comedy in their routine since that 
time to wonderful effect. Theirs is 
unquestionably one of the best opening 
acts appearing at this house this season. 

Carlena Diamond is a splendid harpist 
and rendered several classical and popu- 
lar selections on her instrument, singing 
one ballad to her own accompaniment. 

Lewis and Moore, assisted by the 
Laverne Sisters and Barney Dean, pre- 
sent a snappy miniature musical com- 
edy. The two principals, man and lady, 
are crackerjack performers who know 
how to put their songs and comedy over 
in great style, and in addition are pippin 
steppers. The Laverne Sisters fill in 
nicely with several double dance spe- 
cialties, while Dean is a good stooge. 

Barry and Whitledge continued the 
fun. Here are two clever people with a 
wealth of good comedy material that 
they put over in a natural matter-of- 
fact manner. They ad lib. aplenty thru- 
out to many additional laughs, and the 
musicians and those favored few in the 
first several rows caught many cracks 
and quips that were knockouts. Frank 
Panus and his cohorts in the pit were 
a great audience for this team. They 
got a big hand and had to take many 
bows before getting away. 

Joe Herbert’s Personalities, an elabo- 
rate and entertaining flash offering, 
with a personnel of seven singing, danc- 
ing and comedy artists, all of whom 
possess real talent. Herbert gives a good 
impersonation of Harry Richman and 
does several song and dance numbers in 
good style. Four of the girls do in- 
dividual dance specialties, while the fifth 
accompanies thruout on the piano. 
Ruth Hamilton is the featured damsel 
and gets many laughs with her antics 
and comedy dancing. Davey Steiner, a 
limber-legged boy hoofer, got a big hand 
for his one number. The girls are all 
attractive, the costumes nifty and the 
hangings very pretty, all of which aug- 
ments the talents of the group to a 
nicety.

A low-cost bill with a small-time 
outlook that was, as a topper of its other 
faults, atrociously spotted. Booker prob-

True, perhaps, but the vaude 
could have been arranged to look much 
better than it did. Bill ran 67 minutes 
and biz was good. 

Chic Kennedy could not have been 
given a worse spot if the b@oker lay 
awake all night figuring how to best 
give her the works. Opening the show, 
this clever little blonde, suffering from 
poor material, was absolutely lost. 
Reception to her specials and pop sing- 
ing was fair. 

Jackson, Taye and Capon were the 
second poor-material sufferers to hit the 
boards. Two boys and a girl make up 
this trio, the girl showing up best with 
her fair singing and dancing against the 
weak comedy of the boys. 

Realm of Youth, loosely knit tho well- 
talented six-people flash, was spotted 
third when it should have closed the 
show. Turn is composed of nothing 
more than specialties without rhyme or 
reason. Mounting and dress are so-so. 

Hap Farnell and Johnson were the 
standout of the bill, altho running about 


eight minutes too long in doing 23. 


Farnell is a good drunk comedian, but 
too much of one style of work is boring. 
The girl is strictly for straight work and 
8s. a. via a set of lace-trimmed chemise. 

Four Clovers, acrobatic and teeter- 
hoard male quartet, closed. Nothing 
sensational in the stunts, and lack of 
showmanship holds them down.

Gab sessions missed plenty, tho they 
usually do not, and the turn’s salvation 
was Harry Sonny Jarvis, the billed team’s 
son. His personable dancing clicked. He 
hoofed for the finish and it got them 
off to a fair hand. 

Earl La Vere, aided by a guitar-strum- 
ming straight, found the audience tough 
in his giggle tries, but he penetrated at 
the finish and left well. Got it for his 
accordion playing and the straight’s 
strumming. Needs material badly. 

Lestra LaMonte closed in his new 
flash and was liked. This female im- 
personator always puts on pretentious 
acts. Outstanding is the array of attrac- 
tive costumes made from crepe paper. 
He is capably aided by Isabelle Brown, 
acro. dancer; Doran, West and Doran, 
comedy female impersonators, and a 
seven-girl ensemble.

Couple 
are thoroly clever (Lewis, comedian, and 
Miss Ames, straight) and use an ava- 
lanche of chatter that is punch packed 
and delivered at a speedy tempo. Make 
their getaway mean more by bringing on 
their giant-sized stooge, Henry Mullins. 

Henry Bergman closed and pleased.

Nifty vaude layout that landed liberal 
response thruout. Donovan's Kid on the 
screen. Business very good at this show, 
with the bill preceded by a novel over- 
ture, Orpheus. 

Joe and Ida St. Onge garnered heavy 
applause in the opening spot. Perform 
their aerial stunts with ease and finish, 
working together and alone. Girl does 
iron-jaw whirl and male scores with 
strength feats. 

May Joyce has plenty of looks and 
warbles sweetly, tho sometimes a bit 
high and strained. Accompanying her- 
self on a guitar and by a boy pianist, she 
sings four pop tunes. Current popular- 


ity of songs and her youthful personality 
smooths over any voice defect. Went 
over well. 

Lew Hearn heads a clever and funny 
sketch, in which he plays a man looking 
for a suit with a belt in a Hebe clothes 
shop. Mark Adams and Ralph Ash give 
excellent support as the salesmen who 
use rough tactics to land the sale. Gags 
and situations are funny and well 
handled. 

Jerome Mann scored heavily with his 
impersonations of Jessel, Lewis, Richman, 
Rooney and Chevalier. Husky voice was 
a handicap, but the imitations were 
good and the crowd went big for them. 

Cirillo Brothers and Virginia Bacon 
followed and went over nicely. The boys 
are strong at harmonizing and stepping, 
with one of them spotted for punchy 
guitar and crooning solos. Miss Bacon 
is a graceful toe dancer. 

Vic Oliver had them laughing thruout 
with his subtle gagging and comedy 
gestures. Burlesques “artistic” piano 
and violin playing and handles punchy 
comedy patter. Brunet assists with neat 
tapping solos. Went big. 

Dave Harris and Frankie followed and 
continued the hilarity with their bur- 
lesque of legerdemain. Harris is a 
capable and smooth performer, tho he is 
overshadowed by Frankie, whose stooge 
antics are very clever. 

Dave Harris Revue closed. It is a well- 
routined and talented flash, with Pam 
and Peggy Garvin and a toe dancer out- 
standing. Harris and his stooge weave 
in and out of the dance numbers, giving 
the act plenty of sock comedy.

Vaude layout not as good as the aver- 
age here and probably due to budget 
cutting and reliance on the sock film, 
The Public Enemy, to offset the vaude 
weakness. Business excellent. 

Stetson was okeh in the opening spot. 
Works alone, juggling and balancing 
cane, ball and high hat, followed by 
three hats at once and winding up with 
three cigar boxes. Juggles well and 
misses often, using his misses as excuses 
for gagging. Was well liked here. 

Lionel (Mike) Ames deuced with his 
female impersonating and landed a good 
hand. Act too long and often tedious, 
Ames offering nothing new after the 
first number. Wears charming gowns 
and werbles in a strained falsetto voice, 
but needs more versatility to hold in- 
terest 

Hungarian Imperial Revue, billed out- 
side as making its first American ap- 
pearance, will be making its last if it 
does not improve. Lacks embellishment, 
proper routining and sock numbers. The 
five-man string band plays foreign tunes 
well, but the four specialty people are 
very weak Pop number and tap dance 
cut of place in a supposedly imported 
revue. 

Castleton, Mack and Owen next-to- 
close end stepped the show cold with 
their rough-house knockabouts. ‘Two 
boys and a girl do sock hoofing and 
clever acre stunts, with hoke acrobatics 
and plenty of mauling interspersed. Trio 
take plenty falls. with the girl coming 
in for a lot of rough handling and dis- 
playing ability as a comedienne.

What this unit bill needs is a spoken 
belly laugh. Without it, as it now 
stands, the four-act 51-minute show 
just goes for pleasant entertainment and 
there it stops.

Naomi Morton and Chick Chandler, 
clever soubret and juve, do as much as 
possible with a weak college story skit 
that has to depend on tumblers for a 
finish. The acrobats, two boys and a 
girl, members of the Robins family, pro- 
vide a good applause getaway, but would 
probably get more if doing less. They 
don't fit in with what goes before, but 
something had to be done to get that 
curtain down and the audience off its 
hands. 

Arnaut Brothers have added a giri to 
their panto and whistling act since last 
caught, her only job being to make an 
announcement and bring on a hat. She 
undoubtedly has the softest job in the 
show, with a tour of the country on a 
salary in view. Standard bearers are 
doing all of their old and clever bits be- 
fore new and excellent mounting. A 
sock act for kids, containing mild laughs 
for the elders. 

Frank Richardson closes for the big- 
gest and best sock of the show. The 
dynamic and personality-plus singer did 
about six songs, which included two 
encores, and a set beg-off speech before 
he was allowed to take his makeup off. 
A short trailer on his film appearances 
nrecedes his act and it brings him a 
hand for the come on.

Formerly comic assistants to Ted 
Healy, Howard, Fine and Howard have 
set out to glorify the stooge in their 
Own act. It is spotty and lacks a clever 
comedian as a pacer for their freakish 
comedy. As a result, the act is slow 
and lacks smooth continuity. Rerou- 
tined, with some sort of connecting idea 
used to weave the numbers together, it 
should be a good act for the neighbor- 
hoods. 

Moe Howard is the pivot of the act, 
tpilling most of the gags and mauling 
his brother, Shemp, or Larry Fine when- 
ever they interrupt him. Mauling busi- 
ness is carried thruout the act and be- 
comes boring thru repetition. Less of it 
would make it funnier. Trio make a 
comic appearance in misfit clothes and 
pale makeup, using the sap angle to 
build up laughs. 

Ted Macke, formerly of Macke and 
Fiynn, is on with the stooges and is a 
good contrast to their slovenly appear- 
ance. He stands apart most of the time, 
working in with the trio in bits occa- 
sionally and being spotted for one war- 
ble solo in which he displays a smooth 
pair of pipes.

Broadway's dancing master is making 
another try in vaude, a follow-up on his 
recent fiash in which he was .assisted 
by six of his pupils. His latest effort is 
a two-people affair dealing with dancing 
and comedy. Boyle’s assist is a dancing 
girl, whose name sounded like Eleanor 
Meeker when she was introduced. 

Boyle's act shows every attempt to be 
different, and that distinction is 
achieved. It is a pity, tho, that Boyle 
has a dead-pan personality while dancing 
and that he is an inept handler of com.- 
edy.

Lawton 


Reviewed at the Grand Opera House. 
Style—Juggling. Setting—In one. Time 
—TJen minutes. 


Lawton is a versatile, showmanly 
juggler and made to order for the open- 
ing spot. Juggles im a nonchalant and 
self-confident manmer, using various 
objects and varying his stunts sufficient- 
ly to keep consistent interest. Weakness 
is his gagging, which slows up the act, 
and his milking for applause after each 
difficult stunt. Less talk and more 
straight juggling would fix up the act. 

Opens juggling a racquet and a hat 
and then goes into the manipulating of 
three rubber balls. Next number is the 


bouncing of the balls on a drum top 
so that the effect of a railroad train 
leaving a station is secured. Clever 
stuff, but this is topped by a martial air 
and then a pop tune gotten by the same 
method. 

Opened the bill here and went strong 
mainly because of the novelty juggling 
and not because of his running chatter.

Singing and impersonations. Setting— 


In one, Time—Eleven minutes. 


Jerome Mann is a young chap from 
whom big things may be expected. Has 
a winning personality and peppery de- 
livery of the Georgie Price type. Weak- 
ness of his current act is the imper- 
sonations, which take up the entire act 
except for the opening number. Mann 
would strengthen himself a great deal 
if he would do more original stuff and 
less Of imitations. The imitations are 
okeh, but original stuff is a better show- 
case for one's talent than are impersona- 
tions. 


Mann opens with a snappy ditty about 
better times being here again. -Nothing 
much, but it served as a warm opener. 
He then does an impersonation of 
Georgie Jessel emseeing an affair with 
big stars present. This is the excuse 
for a string of impersonations. Ted 
Lewis, Harry Richman, Maurice Chevalier 
and Pat Rooney are mimiced with fair 
skill. Mann's husky voice was a handi- 
cap to close imitation, but his faeial 
contortions and energetic delivery cover 
the minor defects. Impersonations are 
all exaggerated versions and not very 
close studies of the originals. 


However, it is not the impersonations 
that make the act, but Mann is good in 
spite of them. He performs like a 
veteran, with a great dea] of confidence 
and ease. With really good material

NEW YORK, June 13.—The 
New Columbia Burlesque Circuit, 
which is the name finally adopted 
by I. H. Herk for his new bur- 
lesque wheel, will be opened 
formally for business on Monday, 
June 15. Today the Herk staff 
will move over from the Powers 
Building to the Bond Building in 
the offices vacated early this sea- 
son by the William Morris agency. Thus 
the Mutual Burlesque Association pain- 
lessly passes out of existence. 

Beginning next week, a series of meet- 
tings will be held in Herk’s new offices 
to decide on plans for the coming season. 
Booking and producing confabs will al- 
ternate until the end of July. Herk was 
absent from his office most of this week, 
having been laid up with an attack of 
the grippe. Nobody else around the old 
Mutual office is doing any talking. And 
most of Herk’s intimates frankly confess 
that they know Little or nothing about 
the “boss’” plans. It is now definitely 
stated, however, that Billy Minsky and 
Joe Weinstock are not included in the 
new outfit. Whether they join in time 
to cake an active part in formulating 
plans for the 19381-'32 season depends 
upon what happens at the series of meet- 
ings that have been held up until the 
Herk outfit is settled in its brand-new 
domicile. 

Executives moving with Herk today are 
Emmett R. Callahan, Herk's administra- 
tive assistant; Charles Franklyn, secre- 
tary of the old outfit and undoubtedly 
slated to hold the same post in the New 
Columbia, and John McSweeney and 
George Dreselhouse, of the auditing de- 
partment. 

Ike V/eber’s staff in the Mutual Book- 
ing Office have also been assigned space 
in the Bond Building quarters. There is 
every reason to believe, altho no official 
statement was forthcoming, that the 
Weber office will continue to work under 
the same arrangement with the new cir- 
cuit as was in force with Mutual.

One version is that Kahn and 
Budd agreed on giving notice to one 
of the chorines, wife of a principal. 
When Kalin served the notice the cast 
baiked and Kahn, in turn, burned up. 
Kehn calls the People’s troupe a flock 
of ingrates and other unmentionable 
things. He alleges that it was thru his 
self-sacrificing efforts that the house has 
been kept going continuously since its 
opening. Kahn kept the company in- 
tact after Levy & Feinberg, the original 
operators, left them holding the bag. 

People’s had been operating as a co- 
op proposition in recent weeks, with 
principals sharing in the leftovers after 
guarantees were earned for the chorus 
and stagehands, Last week the individu- 
al share of principals was said to have 
teen $23.

Irving Place 
(iteviewed Tuesday Evening, June 9) 


Charlie Burns might trip up on “op- 
position” in a spelling bee. Uses the 
word so rarely you can't blame him for 
not knowing how to spell it. Irving 
Place is one of the oldest burly stocks 
in the vicinity of the main stem and 
going at a pace that looks as if it won't 
let up until the realty peopie decide 
to tear down the aged house. This 
night the rain was coming down in 
buckets, but there were few seats to be 
had on the lower floor. Charlie can’t be 
doing extensive papering at this stage of 
the game. 

House has a smart producer in Charles 
Lekkoy. Also a swell cast, which shouldn't 
be so hard to assemble these days. Le- 
Roy does straight and character bits 
thruout both halves. Outside of the 
bears feverishly trying to cover up on 
the Street, LeRoy is no doubt the busiest 
maa in town. This bill has speed, plenty 
of color and corking comedy. Maybe 
LeRoy has already noticed it, since in an 
intermission announcement something 
was said about a Hebe comic being added 
next week, but one thing lacking in 
the comedy layout is a dialectic funny 
man. QOutside of that, Harry Evanson, 
heavily featured; Bobby Wilson and Art 
Mayer do very well by LeRoy. Evanson 
might have been taking time out in this 
bill, since his work in scenes was less 
conspicuous than the weazen-faced Wil- 
son. Besides scoring with script stuff, 
this Wilson fellow ad libbed like a house 
afire. Almost broke up every principal 
he worked with, and the customers ate 
up the stuff. 

On the stripping staff are Gertie For- 
man, Sunny Kest, Lillian Dixon, Dorothy 
McDonald and Boots Rush. Each a gem 
at her trade, but Sunny and Lillian are 
the standouts from every angle. Miss 
Rush is the blowoff for each half, being 
the only one of the five to do a complete 
strip to the walst. But Sunny and Lil- 
lian are lookers and have that thing 
called guile down to a science. Miss 
McDonald has looks and a swell form, 
Lut lacks strip showmanship. If work- 
ing that way under LeRoy’'s orders they 
should be reversed. Strips imply teas- 
ing and when this is absent it’s just 
one of those things that get burly cus- 
tomers sore. 

Weakest scene in the layout is the 
military business going under’ the title 
of Colonel Bullets and featuring Evan- 
son. A good tip to producers is for them 
to cut anything along this line unless 
they are sure it has the real stuff. Burly 
patrons don’t demand military blackouts 
in thelr fare, and one scene more or 
less won't hurt any bill. Particularly one 
that is as good as this. The courtroom 
scene with Wilson on the bench and 
Mayer playing the copper reveals both 
comics at their best. Another corking 
scene is The Life Savers, also put over by 
this team, with the strip women help- 
ing. 

Jyes La Rue is the willowy prima 
donna. Girl has a swell delivery and 
looks. The hard-working straight is 
Jack Ryan. This boy is aggressive and 
clean cut in foiling. Being the only 
straight male on the staff, with the pos- 
sible exception of LeRoy’s frequent in- 
vasions of the stage, Ryan gets a heavier 
assignment than most others of his 
genre in burly. 


The Irving Place chorus is one of the 
sprightliest we have caught around here 
in a long time. Most of the line girls 
are old residents here and they work 
thruout as if they really liked it. Scenic 
stuff is in good taste and there are 
enough changes to forestall any charge 
of cringing. They go pretty far in talk 
here, put Burns must know what he is 
doing. Sometimes the comics drift into 
couble-entendre without any attempt to 
get themselves out of the wrong side. 
A few lines slipped in here and there 
would not lessen the laughs, but would 
make the scenes pinchproof. Burns 
keeps his principals and chorus happy 
cown here. Thai's something of which 
few other stock managers can boast

In Stagehand Salary Question

NEW YORK, June 13.—League of New York Theaters is in- 
vestigating status of contract between old International Theatrical 
Association and Local No. 1 of Theatrical Protective Union. League, 
as reported last issue, asked Local No. 1 to consider cutting salaries 
of legit stagehands during hot spell, and was gently told by unionites 


that they had never heard of the 
League. Their contract was with 
ITA, and that was only managers’ 
body with which they could make 


contractual arrangements. ITA is 
at present dead. Contract was made just 
@ year ago with Local No. 1, when or- 
ganization was still at least partially 
functioning, and was signed by represen- 
tatives of various managers. It .was for 
two years, and still has one year to run. 

Since then the ITA has informally but 
necessarily decided to dissolve, and to all 
practical intents and purposes went out 
of existence about a month or six weeks 
after contract with Local No. i was 
made. It was sole organization nm.aking 
either national or local contracts between 
managers and stagehands and musicians. 

Shortly after last contract was made, 
Shuberts and Erlangers pulled out of 
outfit, and no dues were sevght after 
first notices for them went out last 
spring. As result, only about hati a 
dozen manag“rs paid up duriny ‘a'‘ sea- 
s0n. This spring no dues notices at all 
Were sent out, and ITA has absolutely 
ceased to function. This leaves stage- 
hands with contract, and mau :gers with 
no contracting organization. 

As things stand now, it would seem, 
according to one of old officials of ITA, 
that stagehands have managers both 
ways. If unionites want to keep present 
contract, they have fact that representa- 
tives of all individual managers signed 
it. If they want to do away with it ior 
some reason, they can claim that con- 
tracting organization is now out of ex- 
istence.

Baek in Fall 


“Melody” set for October 
—booking Shubert time— 
theater to Schwab-Mandel 


NEW YORK, June 13.—As 
predicted in The Billboard at the 
time of his bankruptcy March 26, 
Arthur Hammerstein will be back 
on Broadway next season as a 
producer of operettas. He re- 
turned to his offices in the Ham- 
merstein Building, which he no 
longer owns, this week, and an- 
nounced the beginning of work 
on a new one to be called Melody. Score 
is by Sigmund Romberg, lyrics by Irving 
Caesar, and book by Edward Childs Car- 
penter. Oscar Hammerstein II will do 
staging. 

Not only that, but Hammerstein seems 
ready to start a complete season. Melody 
will be followed by at least one other 
musical comedy of operetta type, no 
matter how first try makes out with the 
money bags. 

When Hammerstein went into bank- 
ruptcy in March he had $5.77 in bank 
to cover debts amovinting to well over a 
million. Major portion of deficit, how- 
ever, was to Manufacturers’ Trust Com- 
pany and covered by Hammerstein Thea. 
ter and the office building above it. At 
bankruptcy sale Manufacturers’ Trust 
bought in the building and theater. 

Bankruptcy proceedings washed up 
Hammerstein's debts and enabled him to 
start again with clean slate after finan- 
cial socks in teeth this season from flops 
of Luana and Ballyhoo. There is back- 
ing, of course, for new one, with chance 
that Walter Reade, who was reported in- 
terested in plan to turn Hammerstein 
Theater over to Victoria Music Hall 
vaudeville policy, may be in on it. Also 
possibility of tieup with Shuberts. Ham- 
merstein switched from Shubert to Er- 
langer booking during past season, but 
with Melody he is back again in Shubert 
fold. 

Rehearsals of new one set to start in 
September, and, after a short try-out 
tour on Shubert time, it will book one 
of Shubert houses in New York early in 
October. 

Coincident with Hammerstein’s an- 
nouncement comes report that his name 
theater has been leased for one year by 
Schwab & Mandel, who will bring Free 
for All into it in fall. 

Hammerstein said greatest relief in 
comeback is freedom from worries over 
theater.

what was to at least one dramatic 

critic the finest show of the season 
just gone. It opened before the present 
department took over, and thereby your 
scribe was prevented from writing a re- 
view of it. But to write about so fine, 
so beautiful, so moving a play—and the 
chances for doing so come none too often 
—is something of a privilege, and there- 
fore bear with him while he pens an 
obituary, the appreciation of a battered 
playgoer for calm and beauty and senti- 
ment on the stage, perfectly produced, 
and acted beyond reproach. 

The play is Mrs. Moonlight, by Benn 
W. Levy, which opened September 29, 
and played its long run first at the 
Charles Hopkins Theater and then at 
the Little. In the early fall days when 
it opened, the drama-tasters of the town 
took none too kindly to it. It was called 
hokum and theatrical claptrap, full pf 
unreal whimsy, and cheaply sentimen- 
tal. It was hokum and claptrap—grant- 
ed. It was hokum and claptrap in the 
same way as Rostand’s Cyrano de Ber- 
gerac. It was undoubtedly whimsical, 
and it is the fashion of a realistic day 
to frown on whimsy. It was sentimental 
in an age when the word “sentiment” is 
seldom used without the user prefixing 
the word “cheap.” 

It was all of those things. But to 
those of us whose taste is hardly culti- 
vated enough to appreciate a Street 
Scene, a Strange Interlude, or a Machinal, 
it was also something lovely and wistful 
and infinitely sweet, a bit of frail, pale 
lace cast on th® tattered mantle of the 
drama. Richard Aldington once wrote, 
“Any man who cannot appreciate Ros- 
tand’s Cyrano has a taste too cultivated 
for his own good.” And, similarly, those 
of us who managed to get such complete 
and soul-purging joy out of Mrs. Moon- 
light can crane our necks toward the 
intellectual heights of those that damned 
it, and pity them a little on their peaks. 

Mrs. Moonlight has left New York, and, 
the chances are, left it for good. It is 
doubtful whether the play will ever ap- 
pear on the road. For it doesn’t seem 
to be the sort of thing that the Theater 
Guild would pick for its subscription 
tours, and the grand cast—Edith Barrett, 
Sir Guy Standing, Haidee Wright and 
the rest of them—will be in demand for 
other plays next season. Mrs. Moonlight, 
without them, would hardly be the same. 

Mrs. Moonlight, then, is going for good. 
It is no “au revoir” that we are saying 
to her; it’s “good-by.” No more will she 
tremble ever so slightly at innocent men- 
tion of the Drird; no more will the 
birthday dress (with blue ribbons) ar- 
rive a little late; no more will Tom 
Moonlight bend over his wife to kiss 
her, he old and feeble and she miracu- 
lously young, as she plays over the same 
song that she played for him 50 years 
before. Sarah Moonlight has held old 
Tom’s addled head in her arms for the 
last time, and for the last time has she 
lived just long enough to see him die, 
surrounded by phantoms of the youth 
that she, in her changeless youth, has 
brought him. 

If personalities might intrude in a 
play that so breathes the spirit of won- 
der, your scribe could tell of being left 
limp by the drama and its magnificent 
acting twice during the long run, once at 
the beginning and once near the very 
end. He could tell of Edith Barrett, with 
trembling lips and trembling hands, 
clasping the faded birthday dress as she 
came back for the last time to Tom 
Moonlight’s home. He could tell of Sir 
Guy Standing’s fine and sure portrayal. 
He could tell of Haidee Wright, as the 
old nurse, still weeping real tears at her 
curtain call, and that after she had 
played the part for months. 

For Mrs. Moonlight possessed, to one 
feckless mind at least, some of the great- 
est acting that this town is likely to see. 
But, because of that fine acting, the

Agent Permits 


To Be Reduced 


Number of accreted rep- 
resentatives down when 
Equity hands out contracts 


NEW YORK, June 13.—When 
Equity grants its new agency per- 
mits, on which it is now working, 
there should be a sizable reduc- 
tion in the number given out. 
There are three classes of permit, 
that of personal representative, 
wherein agent guarantees 20 
weeks’ work at salary not less 
than performer’s average for pre- 
vious three years and in no case less 
than $100, and gets 10 per cent in re- 
turn; that of employment agent, where 
agent gets five per cent for not more 
than 10 weeks, and that of special em- 
ployment agent, where agent gets five 
per cent for run of play. It is per- 
sonal representative class that is due to 
suffer most. 

Greatest class of agents to be cut out 
are those who got permits and have done 
nothing since. Some of them haven’t 
any actors at all signed up, and some 
haven't sufficient entree to guarantee 20 
weeks. In other words, Equity is out 
to clear up all deadwood among the 
employment parlors. 

There has been some talk on part of 
agents of asking for 10 per cent for 
minor classifications, but there is no 
likelihood that Equity will hand it out. 
Organization went thru court battle last 
year in order to limit them, and there's 
small chance it will do anything now. 

No changes expected in the contracts 
themselves, tho there-has been some talk 
of limiting agents in amount of work 
they may promise. Some of personal rep- 
resentatives have bitten off far more con- 
tractual work than Equity thinks they 


can chew. ,. 


Comedians’ Guild 
To Present Revue 


HOLLYWOOD, Calif., June 13.—Under 
the name of the Comedians’ Guild, Eddie 
Lambert, Eddie Borden and Al Herman 
will present a show called Nine o’Clock 
Revue at the Music Box Theater starting 
July, 16.

New Playwright Snubbed 


BUDAPEST, June 10.—At open- 
ing here last week of new play by 
Premier Mussolini of Italy, recep- 
tion was cold on part of Hungarian 
officials; so cold, in fact, that most 
higherups stayed away.

On Saturday night, June 6, the Lyric 
opened for the season of 1930-31, and in 
so doing showed a surprising lack of 
judgment. For it set wide its doors to a 
messy little piece called Gasoline Gypsies, 
which rang up its curtain on the first 
act at 10 minutes to 9, and rang it down 
again on the third act just a quarter of 
an hour before midnight. During those 
hours that seemed like days it had 
shown a long-suffering audience nothing 
except the utter playwriting ineptitude 
of a gent named Charles Conger Stewart. 
And, to those who paid enough atten- 
tion, a thoroly bad directorial job by 
Norman Miller, and a complete and 
whole-hearted lack of competence in a 
cast composed entirely of unknowns. 

It seems a shame for the Lyric, which 
is @ nice house in every respect. Its 
last occupant was nothing less than 
Fifty Million Frenchmen, and those an- 
cients who remembered the opening 
there of The Three Musketeers had noth- 
ing but memories left for them on Sat- 
urday night. 

Stewart has written his play—which 
the program hopefully calls a comedy— 
with cinema shekels clearly in view. And 
the result is that he has produced some- 
thing which even various of the play- 
tasters of the movie concerns have 
looked upon with clearly marked and 
loudly expressed distaste. His fable con- 
cerns the old story of planted oil wells 
on a worthless farm, a little girl who is 
to startle the world by her business 
ability, various squabbles over the own- 
ership of the land, the discovery that the 
oil is just so much bilge-water, the col- 
lapse of the little girl into the arms of 
her despised but wealthy swain, and 
the final brain-burst when it’s found 
that the farm has, if not oil, at least 
clay of a very valuable variety. You can 
write your own comments. 


It’s garnished with such uproarious 
addenda as a fat aunt who doesn’t like 
camping out, a young female atrocity who 
spouts about love and the moon, the 
worst caricature of a Broadway playboy 
ever seen on any stage, a chorus girl 
gone native and other wonders of like 
ilk. The unfortunates caught up in the 
cast are forced to put up camp beds, get 
themselves sat on, sing, dance, fry bacon, 
get doused by water and do anything 
else which Messrs. Stewart and Miller 
think will draw a laugh. Messrs. Stewart 
and Miller are almost invariably wrong. 

It grew so bad that it became embar- 
ressing. The poor players would give 
one of Stewart's prize lines and then 
wistfully wait for a laugh that never 
came. A good half of the audience wan- 
dered to the lobby at the end of the 
second act—which came at 11:15—a few 
of them to smoke cigarets and conscien-

tiously stagger back for more punish- 
ment, but most of them to dive for the 
rear-by subway. The other half of the 
audience had already left at the end of 
the first act, which came at 10 o'clock. 

The actors, almost all of them new, 
turned in .woeful performances in this 
utterly woeful play. The best of the lot 
was Gertrude Flynn, who, if this aged 
brain is still functioning, once gave a 
most delightful performance in one of 
the Bare Facts revues at the Triangle a 
few years back. On Saturday she was 
forced to go thru the motions of. the 
sappy moon-gazer, but she went thru 
them. as inoffensively as possible. Which 
is saying a great deal. 

Gene Byron was perfectly innocuous as 
the blond heroine, and so was Edmund 
Donald as the brunet hero. But it seems 
a shame to encourage either of them 
inte thinking they can act. They're just 
a couple of nice kids. Mabel Colcord, 
playing the stout aunt, acted according- 
ly, and Ray Earles out-Simonized Simon 
Legree as a crusty farmer. 

Emmett Lynn was the burlesqued 
playboy, and he made the part even 
worse than it had to be. For one thing, 
he wore both a derby and sport shoes, 
which jis probably an implied insult of 
one kind of another. And for another 
thing he indulged in a song which devel- 
oped into a kind of endurance contest— 
a question of whether he or the audi- 
ence could keep up under it the longest. 
Dorothy Randall, who played the chorus 
girl, is far too good looking to bother 
with straight plays in which she has to 
pretend to act. There are lots of mu- 
sicals coming up. 

Ackerman & Mensching’s§ scenery, 
which is credited even on the house 
boards, is nothing to write home about. 

The fact that the play lasted as long 
as it did should tell all that’s needed 
about the direction The next time 
Miller presents a show it might be well 
for him to hold the dress rehearsal be- 
fore the premiere. EUGENE BURR.

Southern accents fell and shattered all 
over the stage of the New Yorker last 
week. The occasion was the first week 
(and perhaps the last) of a play called 
Ebb Tide, for which a good subtitle 
might have been Hi-Jacking on the 
Mud-Flats. It was by a gentleman named 
Harry Chapman Ford, and it purported 
to show the home life of denizens of the 
lower Chesapeake basin. So wrapped up 
was Ford in his local color that, the leg- 
end goes, he wrote a good part of his opus 
while sitting in a hide-away in the mud 
near Chesapeake Bay. The best thing he 
could have done thereafter would have 
been to put on a pair of hip-boots, plow 
his way to the water’s edge, and let the 
white pages of manuscript float gently 
out to sea. 

For what Ebb Tide really is is a meller 
of the ten-twent-thirt school, not quite 
as well done as most of them were in the 
old days, and garnished with modern out- 
spokenness concerning certain anatomical 
details and relations. It might have been 
of interest to antiquarians, it might have 
been a rip-roaring thud-and-blunder 
masterpiece, but it managed to be neither 
of these things. It was probably the 
fault of the production. 

There was far more local color in the 
highly interesting program notes than in 
the play. In fact, the only piece of local 
color forcibly brought home to audiences 


at the New Yorker is the fact that lower 
Chesapeake is a place where hill-men are 
stallions and basin-women are best left 
unmentioned. This the play had, along 
with its Southern accents, which varied 
startlingly and were sometimes com- 
pleteiy forgotten. 

But if there wasn’t much local color 
there was plenty of plot. The first act 
alone had adultery, suspicions of incest 
(unfounded), proposed murder, proposed 
rape, dope smuggling and overtones of a 
shotgun wedding. Which should be some 
kind of a record. 

Briefly as possible, the plot ran thus: 
On the mud-flats beneath the 53d street 
“L” lived “Cove” Carry Lee and her two 
lovely daughters. It was the fashion of 
women living near the water’s marge in 
that secluded and delightful community 
to give way to the advances of the men’s 
men who lived on the hill, and thereafter 
to marry some loving and complacent 
basin swain. “Cove” Carry had given 
way years before to Robert Loughran, 
and hence her youngest daughter, “Gin- 
nie.” (Which nickname is short for Vir- 
ginia, and has no reference to the girl's 
habits.) 

“Ginnie” had been hespoken by a 
dreadful yokel called Sim, but stirrings 
of her hill blood made her wait for love 
and Carl Blake, another basin gent, who 
was in turn in love with “Dossie,” “Gin- 
nie’s” sister, who was in her turn wait- 
ing for the return of “Dandy Dan” 
Loug’ran, Robert Loughran’s son, who 
had loved and left her three years before, 
which involved sentence is just about as 
involved as the play. 

To the community comes “Dandy 
Dan”, with a scheme for dope smuggling 
and a Broadway blonde. He forces “‘Cove” 
Carry to work with him on his plans, 
turns “Dossie” down cold, avoids Carl's 
shotgun, and finally sees his plan mis- 
carry and himself forced to stay down on 
the basin, because of various city racket- 
eers darkly alluded to. It’s all pretty 
good meller of the worst sort—if you get 
what’s meant—until the last act, when 
everything turns so right that it would 
make a rivet blush for shame. In other 
words, as the curtain fell, all the basin 
women were blithely on their way to- 
ward being “destroyed,” as they quaintly 
called it, by the gentlemen of their 
choice. “Ginnie” had exited in the arms 
of Carl, “Dossie” was making passes at 
the vanished form of “Dandy Dan”, and 
that splendid mother, “Cove” Carry, was 
making a bee-line to the hut where 
Rebert Loughran, calmly sitting under 
his toupee. was waiting for her. 

The acting is spotty. Marjorie Main, 
as “Cove” Carry, played the part as well as 
it could be played. In other words, when 
it called for meller, she gave it meller. 
Eleanora Barrie, as “Dossie”, somewhat 
startled her audiences by appearing with 
her face powdered and rouged and her 
hair set in a meticulous permanent. 
Which was odd for a basin lassie, no 
matter how you take it. 

William Castle, as “Ginnie’s” rustic 
éwain, looked like Sample Swichell from 
Ten Nights in a Barroom, and acted even 
worse. Sidney Eliot, as the shotgunning 
Carl Blake, had constant trouble with 
his accent, which occasionally sounded 
like something out of the Czecho-Slovak- 
ian. The rest of them, with the excep- 
tion of Adele Carpell as “Ginnie”, were 
just about good enough for the play they 
were in. Miss Carpell, however, went 
thru a terrible part really charmingly. 
She did good work all thru, and, tho 
your scribe has never heard of her be- 
fore, he is perfectly willing to hear of her 
again. 

The third act setting was applauded by 
the audience. ‘Maybe it was the heat. Or 
the mud-flats. EUGENE BURR.

by Freeman, this having been the first 
occasion in Which he met his new col- 
leagues in ensemble. His talk was brief 
and did not reveal anything about his 
connection with RKO that hadn't been 
generally known before. He expressed 


admiration for Brown as a Man anu * 
leader, and pledged that he woula uv 
everything in his power to make the 
Radio City project a howling success. He 
indicated that it required a financial 
sacrifice to line up with RKO, but that 
he was happy to suffer the loss provided 
that he do his job well. 

Freeman was in admirable humor in 
carrying his toastmaster role. His very 
first pot shot was aimed at the trade 
papers. He reminded those assembled 
that a representative of every trade paper 
was present at the invitation of RKO 
and that these individuals were asked to 
attend so that they might hear once and 
for all that the RKO organization is not 
going to pieces as fast as Dame Rumor 
would have it. Then he went into a 
burlesque of the various shake-up rumors 
that stopped the show. He intimated 
that Andrew Mellon might take Brown's 
place, and carried on in this vein until 
he came to Roxy as head usher at the 
Palace. With Brown, Joseph Plunkett 
and others apparently enjoying Free- 
man’s jabs and jibes thoroly, it might 
well be said that the booking chief 
laughed the rumor jinx to death. 

Throwing parliamentary procedure to 
the winds, Freeman announced his re- 
tirement as president of the club and 
&sked for nominations for a new presi- 
dent. Somebody yelled out the name of 
James H. Turner, administrative assistant 
to Brown. The cry was taken up and 
Turner was elected to the office by accla- 
mation.. Freeman let it be known that 
the next tournament will also be held at 
the Westchester Club. This also got a 
great hand. 

The results of the two-day tournament 
were topped both in importance and in- 
terest by a tie for the championship 
between Charles J. Freeman and Roy 
Webb, of the Music Department. Free- 
man found himself too fatigued to play 
another nine holes after the regular cir- 
cuit of the course, and it was mutually 
agreed to postpone the championship 
match until next week.

This play by Alexander Engels and 
Alfred Grunwald, produced on the stage 
lest year by David Belasco under the 
title of Dancing Partner, with Lynne 
Overman in the leading role, comes to 
the screen as a starring vehicle for Wil- 
lium Haines and proves by far the best 
vehicle this player has had since talking 
pictures. Haines, who has been sub- 
jected to one-type roles since he has 
beer. on the screen—that of the smart- 
alecky, fresh type of youth—had become 
rather annoying due to a monotony in 
charactezization.

A slow-paced tho well-acted picture. 
The picture was directed by Marion 
Gehring and Slavko Vorkapich, who have 
seen fit to take too much time with 
movements and cutting down on action. 
The picture creeps along at snail’s pace, 
tho it starts with a nice interest and 
picks up a bit just before the finish to 
find a retard again in the last few 
scenes. 

If audiences do not mind the lack of 
action they may be satisfied with this 
one, tho it is hardly probable. The 
nemes of Gary Cooper and Carole Lim- 
bard should mean something to picture 
fans at any rate. Miss Lombard is as 
stunning as ever and seems to develop 
greater confidence with each new role 
assigned her. Cooper has nothing much 
to do except walk thru the film as a big 
he-man of the West, a character that he 
must be well tired of by now, tho the 
story of this one takes it out of the 
stereotyped class. Helen Ware, Lester 
Vail and Charles Trowbridge are quite 
acceptable in the supporting roles. 

Picture is based on Mary Roberts 
Rinehart’s story, Lost Ecstasy.

“Chances” .

This is Douglas Fairbanks Jr.’s first 
starring vehicle. Young Fairbanks has 
a habit of walking away with the ma- 
jority of the stories in which he has ap- 
peared on the screen and once again he 
does that trick. In this one he seems 
more matured, and the camera, together 
with an excellent makeup, has been most 
kind to him. The role is nothing out of 
the ordinary, but it has a world of sym- 
pathy and has been so excellently han- 
dled by the star that it stands out. Al- 
so the supporting cast, which includes 
Rose Hobart, Anthony Bushell and Mary 
Forbes, has been nicely selected. 

This is a war story meticulously di- 
rected by Allan Dwan. While there are 
numerous trench scenes, Dwan has han- 
dled them in such a way in a dim hazy 
fog that they take on greater signifi- 
cance. The story is by Hamilton Gibbs 
and tells of two brothers who are prac- 
tically inseparable. They are devoted to 
one another and pull diplomatic strings 
so that they are assigned in the same 
unit in the British forces. The picture 
starts in London in 1914, where the two 
meet a girl in a fog. Doug stops her, 
trying to make a pickup, while the other 
brother moves on to wait for him. The 
girl laughs at him, will give him no ad- 
dress, but says she will see him again 
and calls him by his first name. The 
next day the boys go home for a few 
days before sailing for France and there 
mest the girl, who is a childhood sweet- 
heart of Bushell’s, the younger brother. 
The girl Doug had hated as a kid, but 
now he falls for her and she for him. 
However, when his mother advises him of 
the fact how devoted Bushell is to the 
girl Davy makes love to another girl in 
her presence and she becomes engaged to 
the younger lad. 

The boys sail for France and after a 
dangerous mission Doug is sent home 
on a leave of absence. Before sailing 
from Calais he meets the girl, now in the 
ambulance corps. She tells him she 
loves him and he admits he loves her, 
but insists she write his brother the 
truth. She gives him a photo of herself 
to carry as a luck charm. Returnng to 
the trenches his brother finds the photo 
and believes the girl has sent it to him 
and that Doug just forgot to deliver it. 
Doug is forced to admit that the girl 
loves him and he loves the girl. In a 
heavy raid the younger brother puts him- 
self in a position that he will be killed.

Herbert Brenon has done a beautiful 
bit of direction on this rather tepid 
story by Kate Jordon that has Kay 
Francis, Ricardo Cortez and Paul Cav- 
anagh in the leading roles, with Nance 
O'Neil, John St. Polis and Adrienne 
d’Ambricourt in the more important 
supporting characterizations, with Miss 
d'Ambricourt literally walking away with 
the characterization of a French maid 
that is so natural that it seems to have 


stepped from an old French villa on the 
screen. 

It is Brenon’s nice direction and the 
excellent portrayals that give this pic- 
ture its interest and make it a rather 
good programer, tho it is quite some 
time getting under way and rather 
stereotyped during its first half. Kay 
Francis looks stunning and, as usual, 
gives a beautiful portrayal of a wife who 
thinks she has found love elsewhere and 
then realizes it is in her own home. 
Paul Cavanagh and Cortez have both 
been nicely chosen for their respective 
roles, while Nance O'Neil, as the domi- 
nating spinster sister of Cavanagh, once 
again proves the fact that the legitimate 
player knows and can do her stuff for 
the screen. 

Story deals with a newly married 
English couple. The husband has to go 
to India, so during his absence he sends 
his wife to Paris. 


The man’s spinster sister, who hates 
the wife, warns him that this will come 
to no good. The husband is away for 
a year, and during that time the wife 
has taken to beauty treatments, the 
latest in French customs and styles, 
and has added numerous gentlemen 
friends to her following. Among them 
is a Spanish nobleman, played by Cortez. 
She falls for him and is nearly ready 
to succumb to his glib talk when hus- 
band arrives from India. The husband, 
however, must go to England, but before 
leaving tells the wife she has changed. 
His coolness to her makes her decide 
upon a visit to the Spanish gentleman's 
estate in Spain, tho she believes she is 
going on a house party when in reality 
she will be the only guest. His secre- 
tary warns him not to go back, as he 
had ruined a young Spanish girl and 
it is known her father is hunting for 
him. 


However, the desire of the English lady 
forces his return, and she arrives to find 
she is alone with him except for his 
servants.’ She decides to write her hus- 
band she is thru and that she loves this 
man, and just after the letter is given 
to the postman the Spanish girl's father 
arrives and kills Cortez. The woman 
then rushes by train and airplane for 
England trying to beat the letter she 
has written her husband. But the letter 
had never been posted, as the secretary 
had held it out, and he arrives in Eng- 
land trying to blackmail the wife. The 
sister-in-law has tried to sow bitter 
thoughts in the husband’s mind, but he 
is loyal to the wife and drives both the 
blackmailer and the sister-in-law away, 
with the wife realizing just how fine her 
husband's love is and how near she came 
to throwing it away for a no-good 
philanderer.

“White Shoulders” 
(RKO) 
At the Mayfair 


Producer’s footage, 7,289. Time, 81 
minutes. 
(Release date, June 6) 


Jack Holt was borrowed from Colum- 
bia for the leading role in this pro- 
duction, with Mary Astor and Ricardo 
Cortez as the two featured players, with 
Sidney Toler and Kitty Kelly in the 
other two important, tho unfeatured, 
roles. 

The picture is based on an original 
story by Rex Beach, with the adaptation 
and dialog by J. Walter Ruben and 
direction by Melville Brown. It is in- 
clined to lethargy during the first half 
and takes a long time working up any 
real dramatic interest. Too much time 
has been given over to repetitious bits. 


The role is perfect for Jack Holt, one 
of the typical he-man type that he 
has always been identified with on the 
screen. Mary Astor is quite good as the 
heroine, tho the role is a terribly un- 
sympathetic one. Ricardo Cortez again 
proves himself one of the best actors 
from the silent screen days to have 
made good in the talkies. His best work 
comes during the latter portion of the 
film when he gives a neat portrayal of 
a drink-soaked confidence man at the 
end of the rope. Sidney Toler, in a 
smaller role, brings his knowledge of 
the legitimate stage to the screen in a 
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manner that makes a minor role an 
outstanding one. 

Story has Holt as a millionaire. mine 
owner who returns to the States to live 
a free life and spend the $20,000,000 he 
has made. He wants wine, fun and 
white shoulders—in other words, women. 
He gives costly parties, and at one of 
these meets Mary Astor, a girl st»ug- 
gling on the stock stage to get along. 
The girl has not eaten and crashes one 
of Holt’s parties with a _ chorus-girl 
friend who had been invited. Holt falls 
for her at once, proposes, and when she 
tries to put him off so she can tell him 
something of her past he will listen to 
no remonstrances and they are married. 
He smothers her with too much love 
and costly jewelry and soon she has 
turned to another man, Ricardo Cortez, 
who was a friend before she kad met 
Holt. She does not know that Cortez is 
a swindler and all-round confidence man 
and soon leaves her husband for him. 
Her husband wants to get revenge and 
hires detectives to find out about her 
past and the man’s past. He finds the 
woman he has married had a husband 
living from whom she is not divorced, 
tho she believed she was free. He also 
gets the dope on the crook. His revenge 
is to make them live together or else 
go to jail. When one tries to leave the 
other Holt’s detectives always force the 
would-be escaper to return. It begins 
to tell on them and they live to hate. 
The wife accidentally meets her first 
husband and he goes to her home, where 
he meets Cortez, now a drunken wretch. 
Cortez gets him to break into his wife's 
safe, and then in a fight for the jewels 
Cortez kills the husband and is carried 
away by the police. g Holt realizes now 
that he still loves the girl and that she, 
in trying to warn him of an attempted 
blackmail scheme by her husband, loves 
him and he takes her in his arms again 
for the finish.

“The Night Angel’ 
(PARAMOUNT) 
At the Rivoli 
Producer’s footage, 6,360. Time, 71 
minutes. 
(Release date, July 18) 

This one turns out to be impossible. 
It is incongruous in story, irregular in 
construction and exaggerated in its por- 
trayals. When one takes the name of 
Edmund Goulding, who has done some 
exceptional things for the screen as 
author and director, and Nancy Carroll 
and Frederic March, supported by 
Phoebe Foster, Alison Skipworth, Alan 
Hale, Estelle Winwood, Donald Meek (try 
to find these last two players in the 
film) as the names, one must necessarily 
anticipate at least a fair programer. 
But it is sad to relate that this one is 
just so much tripe, and if audiences 
happen to like that plebeian edible, even 
the most ardent film fan will still have a 
hard time digesting this. 

It is surprising that Paramount ever 
permitted the production of this picture. 
And what is still more surprising that 
even in these hard times to secure pic- 
tures for the Rivoli it permitted the 
film to be put into a house that has kept 
its films for more than one week. It is 
not even good for the half-week grinds 
and it is doubtful if any audience will 
find anything meritorious in it. The 
characters lack sympathy and after it’s 
all over one is still wondering just what 
all the shooting is for. 

The main trouble with the picture is 
the story, and no doubt the players 
recognized its shortcomings, and hence 
were unable to put any inspiration into 
their work. Alison Skipworth manages 
to garner a few laughs with that in- 
imitable manner of putting over a slight- 
ly suggestive line that is so well known 
in her style of work. It seems unfair to 
disparage the work of Carroll or March; 
they were just hard put to it in two im- 
Possible characterizations. 

The story is laid in Prague and most 
of the action takes place in a notorious 
cabaret, gin mill and brothel combined, 
which is run by one Countess Martini, 
played by Miss Skipworth. Her young 
daughter, Nancy Carroll, works there and 
is wooed by a strong man, Alan Hale. 
March is the prosecuting attorney and 


finally gets enough evidence to send the 
Countess to prison for running a dis- 
orderly place. He can send the girl to a 
reformatory, as with her mother in prison 
she has no guardian. .nstead the attor- 
ney’s mother wants to put the girl in 
training in a hospital. The girl opposes 
the idea, but when she finds it is that 
or the reformatory, she consents. Of 
course the attorney, tho engaged to one 
of his own set, falls for her. Her mother 
is suddenly released from prison thru a 
coup of her attorney, and the girl runs 
away from the hospital back to the 
cabaret. March follows and he is drugged. 
But the girl realizes she loves him and 
takes him to her room. The next day 
the strong man finds him there, and in a 
fight March stabs and kills him. He is 
tried for murder, but the girl lies beau- 
tifully and saves him, and as she runs 
away to leave him to the rich girl this 
latter girl shifts him off after the cabaret 
girl, telling him that there is his real 
love. 

The dramatic moments brought titters 
from the audience, and the entire picture 
after it had run about halfway was ac- 
cepted more in fun than in seriousness.

The story ts by Arthur Hoerl with 
adaptation by Barney Gerard and direc- 
tion by Richard Thorpe. It throws to- 
gether a number of gangsters and news- 
Ppapermen and a leading lady of a reper- 
toire company. A man has been mur- 
dered in the lady's apartment. Allen 
Perry, a cub reporter, has been sent to 
get an interview from the lady. In 
forcing his entrance on her dressing 
room he meets a notorious gangster 
who is getting fresh with the lady. The 
boy defends her with the result that the 
gangster has his minions take him for 
a ride. He escapes and returns in time 
to track the gangster with detectives to 
the girl’s apartment, where standing un- 
seen they get the dope on him, and how 
the girl was forced to kill the first gang- 
ster, and everything ends happily for the 
reporter and the leading lady.

“The Lady Who Dared” 
(FIRST NATIONAL-VITAPHONE) 
At the Strand 
Producer’s footage, 4,940. 
minutes. 
(Release date, May 29) 

This one is billed as “Billie Dove's 
triumphant return to the screen.” In 
fact, it is an old picture that was made 
by the First National-Warner organiza- 
tion many months ago and shelved. 
However, when Howard Hughes placed 
Miss Dove under contract with the at- 
tendant publicity that she has received 
since that time the powers that be at 
Miss Dove's ex-stamping ground decided 
to release it. 

The picture, in spite of its being 
shelved, turns out to be a fair pro- 
gramer, due to the fact that it is 
quickly told, running only a little over 
55 minutes, and has a certain interest 
in its story development and sympathy 
with its characters that makes it fair. 
It is based on Kenneth J. Saunders’ 
play, The Devil’s Playground, directed 
by William Beaudine, with Sidney Black- 
mer, Conway Tearle and Judith Vosselli 
in the leading roles. The cast is quite 
adequate, tho the camera at times has 
not been any too kind to the or- 
chidaceous Miss Dove. 

Story deals with an American consul 
in one of the South Pacific Islands. He 
has so much work that he fails to give 
the necessary attention to his attractive 
wife, so she turns to other friends. The 
group she happens to get mixed up with 
are notorious, dealing in diamond and 
drug smuggling. 

Conway Tearle is a pseudo big-game 
hunter, who is really a smuggler, but 
against his will, for the woman leader of 
the gang has something on him. Finally, 
realizing the American secret service is 
on to them, they decide to compromise 
the consul’s wife and thus blackmail 
their way out. They force Tearle to kiss 
her and take a flashlight of the amorous 
scene. But Tearle is a gentleman and 
steals the photographs, with the wife 
goirg to his apartment to steal them 
from him. While she is there Tearle dis- 
covers her and gladly gives her the 
photographs, admitting that he is in the 
power of the gang. The husband and 
secret service men arrive about this time 
to search Tearle’s baggage, and he hides 
the wife in his bathroom. They fail to 
find any banned property, and insist on 
going into the bathroom. Tearle makes 
an agreement that he will show where he 
has the drug hidden if the husband will 
let him keep the identity of the woman 
in the bathroom a secret. The agree- 
ment is made and the drug is found 
mixed with gunpowder in the hundreds 
of cartridges in the supposed hunter's 
trunk.

Future Dark 


Experts see large sales as 
thing of past—blame ra- 
dio, imitations and prices 


NEW YORK, June 13.—Vet- 
eran music men are unusually 
pessimistic about the future of 
popular sheet music, with most of 
them believing that large sales, 
except at long intervals, are a 
thing of the past. They are con- 
evinced that there always will be a 
certain percentage of the popula- 
tion steady to purchase sheet 
mvsic, but they figure that the total 
amount bought yearly by this element 
won't represent more than 10 per cent 
of what has been taken over by the 
public during the last five years’ average: 
Many of the music prophets now trying 
to guess the future of the music game 
reason that every once in a while some 
hit will step out and sweep the country, 
selling perhaps a million copies, but this, 
they argue, will be bought by the public 
more as a novelty than as music. 

Publishers realize that the general de- 
pression has put an additional crimp in 
the song business, but what they fear is 
that all the crimps from which it is 
suffering will remain even after pros- 
perity has returned to other fields of 
commerce. They charge radio with hav- 
ing done more to ruin the music business 
than any other recent factor. The pub- 
lishers, however, have only themselves to 
blame for the damage done by radio. Thru 
persisting in having their tunes put on 
the air as often as possible they have 
eliriinated the necessity of buying sheet 
music in order to sing or play a new 
number. They say radio ruins their busi. 
ness, yet they employ high-salaried song 
promoters to snare as many “plugs” as 
possible. They are like a manufacturer 
who keeps flooding the country with 
samples and wonders why his merchan- 
dise doesn’t sell over the counters. 

Unless publishers learn how to utilize 
the radio without permitting it to be- 
come a boomerang, how to sell music at 
the price the public is willing to buy it 
in large quantities, and how to use com- 
mon sense and quit imitating some new 
hit, the chances are that the sheet music 
business will slip quietly into limbo and 
remain there until the Angel Gabriel 
sounds a much sweeter note than has 
been heard in Tin Pan Alley in a long 
time.

Equity’s Kansas City office calls atten- 
tion to one practice of a chautauqua 
circuit in that neighborhood, which is 
putting on a former New York play with 
a cast cut way down and lots of changes 
because of it, and still retains its origi- 
nal billing. 

As a result when a tent show comes 
along later in the season with the same 
play in its complete form the citizens 
are rather inclined to say: 

“We saw that play and it wasn’t so 
good, either.” 

Result: No business for the tent show. 


An Actress Remembered 


Altbo Sarah Siddons, actress, has been 
Aeud for 100 years, she has not been for- 
gotten. Her death was commemorated 
on its anniversary, June 8, in the Pad- 


dington section of London. Civic au- 
thorities, leaders of the current stage 
and descendants of the actress took part 
in the ceremonies. 

Dame Madge Kendal was the principal 
speaker at the exercises held in the Pad- 
dington Town Hall, after which there 
was a procession to the statue which 
marks Sarah Siddons’ grave. There Sir 
John Martin-Harvey placed a wreath of 
flowers from the garden of the late Ellen 
Terry. Supplementary celebrations are 
being held in Brecon, where Siddons was 
born, and at Hereford, which was the 
scene of one of her greatest triumphs. 

Where, in America, would we find the 
interest to suggest such memorials to 
our own great‘actors? Who ever goes 
to the Hall of Fame of New York Uni- 
versity, where there are busts com- 
memorating Edwin Booth and Charlotte 
Cushman? Yet they were occupants of 
as important niches in our theater as 
Sarah Siddons was in the British thea- 
ter. 


Notice of Withdrawal, Its Rights 


Recently there came into Equity's of- 
fices One of our younger members, who 
compla'ned that altho she had with- 
drawn from the cast of a certain pro- 
cuction, her name was still in the frame 
of the company on tour. She was told 
that the producer had had the matter 
called to his attention twice and that 
he had replied to the second letter that 
the matter had been attended to. 

Nevertheless this member seemed to 
think that she had a claim for money 
damages, perhaps two weeks’ salary, 
against the manager for keeping her 
name attached to the production. 

It required considerable argument on 
the part of the associate counse] of the 
association to persuade her that she 
did not have a claim, and it is quite 
possible that she may still feel not so 
sure about it. 

When a member withdraws from any 
cast Equity insists, as a protection both 
to the original player and to the new- 
comer in the part, that the audience 
be left in no doubt as to who is playing 
the part and that no misleading pro- 
grams or pictures be employed. While 
Equity will enforce this provision of its 
contracts, and did so in this case, there 
is no monetary penalty attached to a 
reasonable delay in so doing. When 
Equity had compelled the manager to 
change the picture frames it had done 
all it could in this matter. 


Intoxication on the Stage 


Equity has always felt deeply about 
the matter of intoxication on the stage. 
Any player who commits this offense 
harms not only himself, but the fellow 
members of his company, aud in general 
the entire theater. Nor is such an actor 
playing fair with the audience which 
has paid to see the best performance 
of which the company is capable. It 
is, fortunately, an offense which is not 
common, but such is Equity’s feeling 
about it that the attention of all mem- 
bers is invited to a letter which was sent 
by Equity’s president to all deputies 
on October 2, 1929: 

“It is with deep regret that we have 
received complaints against a few of our 
members having indulged in intoxicating 
liquors to the extent of hurting their 
performances. This is a very serious 
matter. 

“Drunkenness on the stage is so seri- 

ous a misdemeanor and involves so many 

others than the culprit himself that the 
Council feels it a bounden duty to treat 
it with the greatest severity. Some 
managers refuse to prefer charges against 
the offending actor and so we instruct 
our deputies to report all such cases 
to us. 

“The penalty at first, according to the 
gravity of the offense, may be a fine. 
But if it is repeated, the Council, in its 
discretion, may suspend the offender. 

“The Council regrets having to ask 
you to undertake this onerous task, but 
our deputies have done so much in the 
past that we believe that they will un- 
lertake this additional duty.” 

No member of the association should 
tolerate the presence of a drunken player 
in his company. By bringing such be- 
havior to the attention of his organiza- 


tion he will be helping to eliminate such 
actors from the profession.

They have 
started well. The press of the nation is be- 
hind them; chambers of commerce and 
other civic bodies are showing unusual in- 
terest ; the public is eager. 

To those who have insisted that the road 
is deader than the proverbial doornail, and 
is, therefore, beyond all hope of resurrec- 
tion, there must be something ludicrous in 
the fact that unsolicited orders for over 
1,500 “S. O. S.” (Save Our Stage) buttons 
and pledge cards have been received, altho 
the drive does not officially get under way 
until this week. 

Campbell B. Casad, chairman of the 
“SO. S.” committee, adds: “And many of 
these orders are coming from cities of 20,000 
or less. Dramatic editors all over the coun- 
try are not only running the news stories 
sent out by the ‘S. O. S.’ committee, but are 
also sending in their 50-cent pieces for mem- 
bership in the asSociation.

True, general business 1s bad 
and the country is in a pessimistic frame of 
mind But that undoubtedly will work to 
the henefit of the movement. In these times 
when unemployment and the methods for 
relieving it are uppermost in the minds of 
the public, the “Save Our Stage” campaign 
should receive a welcome. 

The return of the road means that 
thousands of performers, stagehands, mu- 
sicians, press agents, managers, scenic art- 
ists, costumers, theater employees ar 1 
others will be put back to work. It means 
that hotels, restaurants, retail stores, rail- 
roads and other businesses will benefit di- 
rectly and that millions of dollars will be 
thrown into circulation. 

By stressing these economic facts the 
TPROA will command immediate attention 
and, what is more important, it will bring 
action. 

Again, diminishing box-office grosses in 
the motion picture theaters everywhere is 
conclusive proof that the lure of the talkies 
has waned. Poor pictures have begun to 
undermine the business just as poor produc- 
tions finally hastened the demise of the 
road. 

It is a hopeful sign, indeed, that the 
“S. O. S.” campaign is emphasizing the 
economic aspects of the theater. It will 
command attention sooner than any other 
line of attack. Sales, wages, jobs are the 
important things these days—the return of 
the legitimate theater means all of them to 
thousands of people. 


Indiana Veterans War on 


Unsecrupulous Promoters 
FEW unscrupulous promoters working 
thru the Middle West are not making 
the going any easier for those who 
operate legitimately. ‘Indeed, sharp methods 
employed in one State have caused the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars to take action. 

This season Indiana has had more than 
its share of trouble with high-pressure pro- 
moters who have promised the world but 
produced nothing but plenty of headaches. 
The result is that the State organization of 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars is issuing 
orders that in the future no local body will 
be permitted to sign contracts with any 
promoter unless the transaction has the 
approval of the State headquarters. 

It is a drastic action to be sure and it 
has resulted from the same old evil of a few 
ill-meaning parasites ruining the business 
for those who play on the level. 

The various fraternal, benefit and civic 
organizations have been the principal 
auspices under which carnivals and circuses 
have shown. They have been of untold 
assistance to the business and anything that 
jeopardizes their good will is a serious 
liability. 

Those worth-while promoters who have 
the future of the business at heart should 


_ take steps to rid the field of the chiselers. 


The better element, we believe, will wel- 
come the action of the Veterans. It pro- 
tects the interests of those who do business 
legitimately and it will soon discourage 
those who resort to questionable practices. 


Figures Show Theater Was Hard Hit 
This Season, But Outlook Is Bright 
O ONE, with the exception of a small 
group of fortunates, needs to be re- 
minded that the theatrical season just 
ended was anything but a good one. But 


there may be some consolation in consider- 
ing that the losses were no more serious 
than those suffered in most’ other lines of 
business. 

The Statistical Department of Actors’ 
Equity Association finds that 265 companies 
were organized in and thru New York be- 
tween August 1, 1930, and May 15, 1931. 
Of these, 53 are still running, which, if 
your arithmetic is good, means that 212 
have folded and gone the way of all dead 
things. ; 

The seriousness of these figures, how- 
ever, is not apparent until they have been 
compared with those of the season prévious, 
which was far from being considered a good 
one. At any event, 80 less companies were 
organized than was the case during the sea- 
son before and there were'26 fewer in oper- 
ation when May 15 rolled around. 

The decline in stock production is equally 
as alarming. The peak of stock productions 
in one week during 1931 was 79, as com- 
pared with 103 at the high mark during 
1930. But 53 companies were in operation 
on May 15, 1931, while 61 were going 
strong on the same date of 1930. 

We do not view these figures with 
alarm. It is fiot our opinion that they re- 
flect any less demand for “in the flesh” en- 
tertainment. Business almost everywhere 
has been subnormal, but in addition to that 
fact the “flesh” theater has been faced with 
other serious handicaps. Production money 
has been tight; costs have not been re- 
duced; theate-s (for stock) have been al- 
most impossible to secure. These are but 
few of the many problems peculiar to the 
theater. 

No, such figures do not dismay us. We 
are, indeed, more optimistic than ever. 
“Flesh,” we continue.to maintain, will be 
back. 


Value of Clean Opposition 
Is Demonstrated Once Again 


OSS a show owners who lay awake 
nights devising ways and means of 

beating the other fellow out of his 
dates, cover his paper or other of the more 
gentle tricks of the game, should take a 
tip from the reaction in Auburn, N. Y., 
when Robbins Bros.’ Circus and Downie 
Bros.’ Circus played the city on successive 
days. It is adequate proof that clean opposi- 
tion will get more in the long run than dirty 
tactics. 

In this town of 40,000 both shows played 
to capacity. Neither organization used 
extra newspaper space, there was no cover- 
ing of paper, co-operation and consideration 
were given to each other. The result was 
one of the outstanding dates of the year for 
both attractions. 

It is interesting to note in connection 
with this incident also that the Auburn 
newspapers, instead of haranguing about 
the amount of money being taken out of 
town, boasted that it was conclusive proof 
that hard times had not hit the city. 

The managements of both the Robbins 
and the Downie circuses deserve to be com- 
mended for the fine spirit that prevailed. 
They have demonstrated that there is more 
to be gained by good will and clean com- 
petition than there is by antagonism and 
bullheadedness. 

After all, it is the performance, the 
show, that counts. All the cutthroat 
methods in the world will not draw the 
crowds unless there is something of value 
for sale. When the latter is the case nothing 
can keep the people away. In this instance 
it is obvious that both Robbins and Downie 
had something of merit to sell.

If Mr. Hendricks thinks he has seen 
some rotten shows in the Midwest he 
rhould come out here.

The sad part of the whole thing 
is that they are not only killing things 
for themselves, but for anyone who 
would dare attempt to follow them. 
Many towns in this country have 
exorbitant or prohibitive license fees, 
caused by lousy shows coupled with the 
efforts of certain unfriendly interests. 

After a week of one of these things in 
a town it is very little trouble for anyone 
to persuade the town councils to legis- 
late against them. It is only playing 
into the other fellow’s hand, and if it 
keeps up it won't be iong till it’s a 
thing of the past in California. With a 
wealth of talent here, the Sunday pa- 
pers are full of ads for amateurs, prom- 
ising no salary, but a percentage of the 
net and a gilt-edged diploma at the 
end cf the season, the season, however, 
being quite short in most cases. 

One folded last week, but another is 
rehearsing now and will Open next week, 
making more enemies for the business 
and more boosts for the talkies. 

Here are hundreds of capable rep. and 
stock people looking for jobs and offer- 
ing to work for almost half the usual 
salary. At least six shows have opened 
on the Coast and their casts are almost 
entirely stooges. Whether these man- 
agers think the people age alt half- 
wits or whether the managers are es- 
caped lunatics I don’t know, but this 
is certain: Unless a new brand of show- 
manship is brought to this great Pa- 
cific Coast we will all have to start sing- 
ing It Won‘t Be Long Now.

Looking Back at Vaude 
Editor The Billboard: 

Being an old-time ex-vaudevillian, sit- 
ting on the sidelines for the last 10 
years, watching vaudeville, a once bril- 
liant, thriving profession, dwindle to 
practically nothing, I can’t help smil- 
ing at some of the wailings of the 
old-time vaudeville fans and their in- 
quiries as to what has become of the 
vaudevillians who used to entertain the 
people. 

In answer to that query I will say: 
A few are still in the limelight, some are 
in the talkies, quite a number have 
passed beyond, but the majority are 
scattered to the four winds. How did it 
come about? It started when they be- 
gan to commercialize show business in 
general, and vaudeville in particular. 
Vaudeville ceased to be an art when they 
commercialized it. I won’t attempt to 
express my opinion as to how it all 
happened, other than to say that there 
is a decided change, a vast difference 
between conditions today and 20 years 
ago. 
eTwenty years ago a standard, recog- 
nized act had no difficulty in securing a 
40-week contract. Try to get 40 weeks 
now. The bookers who were “card boys” 
in those days have had much to do with 
the downfall of vaudeville. They didn’t 
give the people what they wanted and 
peid for. They booked what they wanted, 
whether the people liked it or not. The 
bookers wanted all class. Now vaude- 
ville is outclassed. 

I understand that a lot of bookers 
are looking for “coffee and” since the 
actors are out of work. Well, that’s 
nothing new for them. They were look- 
ing for “coffee and” when they were 
“card boys.” 

I don’t care whether you print this 
or not, but these are facts, and I'm not 
afraid of losing the last half of next 
week either. That’s why I can be truth- 
ful. There are plenty of people who 
like and want vaudeville. 

People are getting fed up on “squawk- 
ies.” They want live troupers. Vaude- 
ville can and will be revived. Somebody 
will wake up, but it will take a B. PF. 
Keith or a William Morris, a real show- 
man, to build a circuit of large seating 
capacity houses with good vaudeville at 
popular prices. It is just in the offing, 
and it can and will be done. 

My wife, Augusta Taylor, and I p'ayed 
a tramp comedy act for 14 years, called 
Cemp Rest, billed as Carter, Taylor and 
Company, introducing the first bur- 
lesque autombile prop on the Ameri- 
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can vaudeville stage, closing the act with 
& pad aog finish with old Sport, who 
has long since gone to rest. Perhaps 
some of your readers may recall us.

There are many reasons why veude- 
ville does not get over. A number of 
independent managers want vaudeville, 
but they do not give it a chance. 

First, they do not advertise it right.

Backstage is unkempt. The performer 
goes in with intent to give the manager 
a good act, but finally gives up. The 
manager sits out front and watches the 
act. It does not appeal to him. It's 
because the act cannot get what it 
wants backstage. This is the reason 
vaudeville doesn't go over in many in- 
dependent theaters. 

Everything is against the act—bad 
lights, scenery not properly hung,-wrong 
cn cues and r music. If managers 
intend to put on vaudeville they should 
see that everything is right backstage. 
See that the act gets everything that 
is needed. 

If they do that they will find a big 
difference. They will find the show go- 
ing over big.

“Unjust Legislation” 
Editor The Billboard: 


The 10th Legislature of New Mexico 
recently passed a bill requiring a license 
tax of $100 for each performance cover- 
ing all forms of outdoor amusements 
conducted outside of the limits of any 
incorporated city, town or village. Any 
picture show permanently maintained in 
any unincorporated settlement is ex- 
empt. - 

It has just become known that this 
discriminatory legislation is being spon- 
sored by the movie interests for the sole 
purpose of barring all other competitive 
entertainment. 

It is a sad state of affairs and one 
that gives convincing proof that the 
picture interests have little or no regard 
for public demand. 

It’s another case of “Take talking pic- 
tures, and, what's more, if you don't— 
well, you'll have to like them anyway.” 

Why let this octopus grease the palms 
of a few tin-horn politicians for the 
purpose of passing laws dictating as to 
just what forms of amusement are to 
be solely patronized, how and where we 
must spend our money? 

Several years ago one of the Southern 
States passed prohibitive license laws 
against all forms of outdoor amusement, 
which resulted in the showmen boycott- 
ing tents, uniforms and _ trappings 
manufactured from cotton produced in 
the State. 

Soon certain manufacturers of the- 
atrical sundries became aware of the fact 
that if the boycott went thru that they 
would incur enormous losses, with the 
result that quick action was taken by 
them and the unjust license law re- 
pealed, making possible the welccm- 
ing back into the State of clean and 
wholesome variety amusentent. 

It must be remembered that wool, one 
of the main factors for the welfare of 
New Mexico, is used extensively in the 
manufacture of showmen’s parapher- 
nalia, hence it would be good policy on 
the part of the Wool Growers’ Associa- 
tion to investigate conditions as to this 
unjust legislation hitting at all outdoor 
amusements thruout the State. 

Movie interests are using that old- 
time worn-out propaganda about how 
much money the independent shows are 
taking out of town in their fight against 
opposition, giving little heed or thought 
that a good many people today have 
been wised up to the fact that ahout 
75 per cent of the money that passes 
into the box offices of a picture theater 
goes to New York and Hollywood, Calif 

Barring the showman out of New 
Mexico by no means will cause any no- 
ticeable hardships among the outdoor 
amusement fraternity, as the writer of 
this article has been a resident of the 
State for some time, and as yet has 
never seen or known of a showman who 
developed a “humped back” disability 
due to carrying so much money out of 
the State.

capacity business. Downie Bros. 
made this city first and had it 
posted, when along came billpost- 
ers for Robbins Bros. and plas- 
tered city for appearance here one 
day ahead of Downie Bros. Neither show 
weakened and hence on Tuesday came 
Robbins Bros. and in the rain had a 
good matinee and set them on the straw 
at night. 

First section of Downie Bros. was on 
same lot before Robbins Show was loaded 
and employees of dining department of 
Downie Bros. saw the night performance.

The Auburn Citizen, in commenting 
on the business, said that it was proof 
positive that hard times had not hit this 
city and that another circus could have 
done business the next day. Auburn was 
certainly circus hungry. Robbins also 
packed them in Ithaca next day. 

The Auburn opposition was clean and 
neither show used extra newspaper space. 
The Robbins ad said: “The only railroad 
circus coming this year,” and Downie 
Bros. used the slogan: “The circus you 
have known for 50 years.” Visits were 
exchanged and both circus owners ap- 
peared to be satisfied over the outcome 
of the first clash between the East and 
West.

The trucks 
had arrived by this time and some 
30 circus employees rushed thru the 
corridors, awakening guests and in- 
mates and removing furniture and 
goods from store on first floor. 

Circus trucks were routed around 
fire and the two trains delayed till 
fire was under control. Gilligan and 
other circus employees were warmly 
thanked by landlord and citizens, as 
well as by chief of Greenwood fire 
department.

Legal Battle Starts Over 
Coney Island Ballyhooing 


Civic organizations making drive against time-honored 
method of attracting attention—showmen determined to 
fight case to last ditch, claiming bally vital necessity 


CONEY ISLAND, N. Y., June 13.—Gotham’s foremost amuse- 
ment center here is in the throes of a legal battle involving operators 
of side shows and the combined corces of the local Chamber of Com- 
merce and Board of Trade, civic organizations headed respectively 
by Dr. Philip Nash and Samuel Gumpertz, who have solicited the 


aid of Police Captain Henry 
Kelly, of the island precinct, in a 


concentrated drive against bally- 


hooing. During the height of 
Sunday’s business, several police- 
men armed with summonses walked 
along Surf avenue, Bowery and Stillwell 
avenue handing the papers to Managers 
of shows employing ballyhoo men, re- 
sulting in nine showmen appearing be- 
fore Magistrate Charles H. Haubert, who 
paroled them in custody of their attor- 
ney, Maurice Z. Bungard, until June 25. 


Chief bone of contention on the part 
of opponents of the ballyhoo method is 
that 15 minutes of continuous bally 
causes crowds to gather, blockading side- 
walks and creating what they classify as 
umnecessary noise, Advocates of the ban 
also point out that disinterested specta- 
tors are forced to get around the clut- 
tered sidewalks by resorting to vehicular 
thorofares, which, at this stage of the 
game, are heavily traversed by automo- 
biles, thus endangering lives and causing 
traffic disorders. 


Operators of shows, when interviewed 
by a reporter for The Billboard, countered 
with statements that they are prepared 
to fight the case to the last ditch, as- 
serting that it is vital to their interests 
to employ the time-honored ballyhoo as 
one means of attracting attention, but 
deny that 15 minutes are consumed, de- 
cClaring that anyone in the least familiar 
with the inner workings of this particu- 
lar trade knows that a lecturer is re- 
quired to make a minimum of eight 
ballys during the hour. A disinterested 
spectator, neither showman nor resident, 
asked what he thought of the embroglio, 
opined that “if you did away with the 
*barkers’ you just abcut remove one of 
the most enticing elements in Coney 
Island.” Another neutral source felt that 
the ballyhoo “must be worth while if the 
Broadway people are stealing outdoor 
showmen's stuff.” 


Showmen say they are at all times 
willing to co-operate with aforementioned 
organizations or anybody else to keep the 
island pre-eminent as a rendezvous for 
amusement seekers, but point out that 
island is known the world over for its 
ballyhoo, and elimination of it would 
prove a boomerang to them as well as 
property owners, who are getting ex- 
orbitant rentals for the few months of 
operation. 

This is not the first attempt to ban 
ballyhooing here, the question having 
come up several times in the past, but 
has fallen by the wayside each time. 

Up to the early part of this week the 
bally was still being used. Outcome of 
controversy should prove interesting to 
outdoor showmen thruout the country.

Park Head Writes President 


Urging Vacations in Parks 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—Horace M. 
Albright, difector of the National Park 
Service, in a letter to President Hoover, 
urges Americans to spend their vacations 
at home, emphasizing the tremendous 
facilities and pleasures afforded by the 
nation’s leading parks. Albright said the 
country’s parks are unrivaled anywhere 
in the world, describing improvements to 
wilderness playgrounds in recent years. 

The letter to the Chief Executive de- 
tailed new roads which have been con- 
structed, new trails laid out for horse- 


back riding and hiking, and cited the 
accommodations of hotels, lodges and 
camp sites. 


Albright stated that visitors to the 
national system of 22 parks and 34 
monuments had increased from 1,670,908 
in 1924 to 3,246,656, a gain of 94 per cent. 
He believes that the current year will 
likely hang up a new record, due to the 
ever-increasing use of automobiles by 
those entering parks and also to the at- 
tractive excursion rates scheduled by rail- 
roads.

Jack V. Lyles, manager Seaside Park, 
Virginia Beach, Va.: “Our opening here 
Saturday (May 30) was without doubt 
the biggest ever held. From the way 
money was spent with concessions we 
have every reason to believe that we are 
set for a good season, provided the 
weather is favorable. All concession 
people (Lyles obviously means rides and 
attractions, as well as stands—Editor) 
reported much better business than at 
the opening last year. We are drawing 
people from as far north as Maine and 
as far south as Florida.” 


White City Park, Worcester, Mass.: 
“Business up to 9:30 p.m. on the holi- 
day was 40 per cent ahead of correspond- 
ing day last year, but rain at night 
shattered prospects for a record breaker. 
Week-end running started April 19, best 
opening in park’s history, and business 
thereafter fair, considering the bad 
weather. Many acts and added attrac- 
tions will be played thruout the sum- 
mer.” 


Enna Jettick Park, Auburn, N. Y.: 
“Receipts May 30 showed a 4 per cent 
increase over holiday last year. There 
was rain here toward evening.” 


The holiday produced good business 
generally in New England. Some parks 
had rainy and cold weather. Week-ends 
up to May 30 were generally poor, due 
to bad weather. 


Wm. J. Harkin, assistant manager 
Starlight Park, Bronx, N. Y.: “Park 
opened May 2, week-ends up to May 30 
being shot to pieces by unfortunate 
weather conditions. Holiday was just 
fair, a decent turnout next day (Sunday) 
until rain sent patrons home. Boxing 
and wrestling bouts doing well, as is 
our big outdoor pool. Last of the in- 
door athletics took place June 9 and 11, 
and June 16 we leave indoors for open- 
air stadium, with boxing Tuesdays, 
wrestling Thursdays. Dickering for 
‘flesh’ acts, but nothing definite. Start- 
ing June 20 we inaugurate our fifth year 
of opera in the outdoor stadium, which 
should prove a draw as in past seasons. 
According to present plans, we will give 
nine more operas after that date on 
successive Saturdays. Also considering 
night baseball. Our bargain ‘Nickel 
Nights’ are proving successful, offered on 
Fridays. Pool under management Bill 
Griffith holding its own, miniature golf 
and handball courts being added, also 


terrazzo flooring for dancing in pool 
pavilion.” 


Fred D. Perry, manager Joyland Pool, 
Phoenix, Ariz.: “Business at the pool 
is exceptionally good. This in spite of 
the fact that we have a municipally 
owned pool in town that charges 10 
cents less per person than we do. We 
are located three and one-half miles 
from the center of town. Decoration 
Day was unusually large and was fol- 
lowed by a much larger Sunday crowd. 
We were favored by two hot days, the 
mercury goine over 100 and as high as 
105. In spite of hard times, etc., enter- 
prises here with which I am connected 
are unusually prosperous. These include 
Joyland Pool, operating from May to Oc- 
tober; the Palms Dance, also located in 
Joyland Park, operating from October to 
April, and the Cottonwoods Dance, op- 
erating from April to October. Competi- 
tion in the dance game here has in- 
creased, there being as many as 14 pub- 
lic dances operating on Saturday night. 
About four of these are getting the bulk 
of play. In spite of this, it is my opin- 
jon thut business in this line will be 
unusually good here this season.” 


Cc. C. MacDonald, president Rock 
Springs Park, Chester, W. Va.: “On Deco- 
ration Day we had an increase over the 
same day in 1930 of 17% per cent. 
Weather conditions were somewhat bet- 
ter this year than last. We had a slight 
rain from about 4 to 6 p.m. this season, 
while last season it was very cold. At 
our Idlewild Park, Ligonier, Pa., business 
was very good on May 30 this year. We 
have no record of 1930. While business 
conditions are not up to normal, the 
writer believes that if all the parks will 
use a Jittle good judgment in keeping 
Gown overheati and will reduce prices 
where possible, 1931 will be a fair season, 
understanding, however, that cleanliness, 
both morally and physically, along with 
service to their public, is in evidence.” 


Henry P. Kratz, manager Hazle Park, 
Hazleton, Pa.: “In regard to our opening 
May 30, we had the largest crowd that 
ever entered our gates on any Decora- 
tion Day. This was due, I believe, to 
the fact that we cut the auto gate and 
let swimming go free. We had a shower 
about 7 p.m., but it did not hinder us 
from doing a capacity business. We 
honestly think that with our changes 
we will have one of the best years in 
the history of this park.”

DESPITE the fact that one of the 
hardest rainstorms of the season broke 
over Coney Island, Cincinnati, O., at the 
very hour the late afternoon and eve- 
hing crowds were pouring in to take part 
in the festivities, Ford Day, June 6, was 
& tremendous success, from the view- 
point of both amusement park and Ford 
Motor Company. ;

VMOA Rejects 
Merger With COMA 


The following interesting letter was 
,Teceived recently from W. P. Considine, 
secretary of the Vending Machine 
Operators’ Association of Chicago: 

“This association is affiliated with the 
National Vending Machine Operators’ 
Association. 

“Note your new section or department 
in this week’s issue of The Billboard and 
your recognition in your columns of the 
coin-controlled machine industry, and 
assuming that Our newly elected National 
Secretary-Treasurer Carl M. Smith, of 
Milwaukee, will not have at yet un- 
scrambled himself from the mass of de- 
tail into the midst of which he was 
tossed by recent events, the writer takes 
it upon himself to congratulate you for 
your apparent sincere effort and wish 
the departure success. 

“It is unfortunate that your depart- 
ment was not advised as to the action 
taken but last week by the National 
Vending Machine Operators’ Associa- 
tion. At that meeting they rejected the 
‘report and recommendations of their 
committee on the proposed merger with 
the Coin Machine Operators’ Associa- 
tion, which everybody had thought was 
an accomplished fact. 


“As both bodies are regularly incorpo- 
rated organizations and have never been 
dissolved, the action of our National in 
rejecting the committee report puts both 
of those bodies right back where they 
“were on January 1, 1931. and the merger 
is off. 

“As a matter of record we are advisel 
‘that there never was any merger or amal- 
rgamation and there could not have been 
one until first special meetings had been 
‘called for that’ specific purpose and legal 
‘steps taken to dissolve the existing or- 


ganizations. Thus it seems there never 
really was any Automatic Merchandisers’ 
Association. Inquiry developed the fact 
that no such body had been incorpovated 


-up to May 25. That the AMA was in 


fact a non-existent organization and all 
actions were but promotional and tenta- 
tive. 

“Our committee on the merger was 
discharged, with a vote of thanks, our 
officers in turn receiving a vote of con- 
fidence and again, in turn they appoint- 
ed a committee of three to meet with a 
Similar committee from the Coin Ma- 
chine Operators’ Association at any time 
there is a desire to resume negotiations 
toward a merger or amalgamation in the 
future. 

“Members of the National Vending Ma- 
chine Operators’ Association who had 
been listed as officers or directors of the 
proposed AMA were then instructed to 
send in their resignations to AMA, which 
they indicated they would do.”

Vending Machine Laws 


The Manufacturers’ Division of the 
Automatic Merchandisers’ Association 
has compiled the following laws and 
ordinances, enacted prior to January 
2, 1931, pertaining to the operation 
and use of legal vending machines in 
the United States. There are, how- 
ever, various loca] ordinances affect- 
ing cities and towns which have not 
been compiled and if any person is 
interested in a particular location he 
may write the Association Secretary, 
who will advise whether or not there 
is any local legislation affecting the 
operation of legal vending machines. 

The Billboard will present these 
laws in a series of weekly installments 
and recommends that those interested 
clip and file the data as a permanent 
reference. 


Upon each slot machine wherein may 
be seen any pictures or music May be 
heard by depositing in said machine any 
coin or thing or value, and each weigh- 
ing machine or scale. and every machine 
making stencils by use of contrivances 
operated by slot, wherein coin or other 
thing of value is to be deposited or used, 
the deposit of coin or thing of value not 
exceeding Gne cent per operation, $1.00 
for each machine where kept, set up, 
used, or operated. On all other machines 
described in this paragraph, charging 
more than one cent per operation, $5.00 
for each machine where kept, set up, 
used, or operated. Provided further, that 
no machine described in this paragraph 
shall be subject to more than one tax. 


IDAHO 

No State regulations concerning oper- 
ation and sale of vending machines in 
this State. 

ILLINOIS 

Statutes of the State of Illinois hold 
that slot machines are gambling devices 
and that it is unlawful to operate any 
such machines within the State. Section 
5 of this Act contains the following 
paragraph: “Vending machines by which 
full and adequate return is made for 
the money invested, and in which there 
is no element of chance or hazard, shall 
not fall under the provision of this Act." 


INDIANA 


No State tax but several incorporated 
cities have license requirements. These 
requirements can be secured from the 
loca! authorities where the machines are 
to be operated. 

IOWA 


No laws covering vending machines 
other thar where they are used as a 
game of chance, in which event they 
aré illegal. This applies to slot machines 
where there is a gift or prize which may 
be secured, but to a straight machine 
where value is received there are no State 
laws. 

KANSAS 

No tax. 

KENTUCKY 

No taxes charged for use of vending 
machines except those using the articles 
that carry an occupational tax. Machines 
vending cigarets and sandwiches are 
taxed. The license for retailing cigarets 
is $10.00 on each machine. For sand- 
wiches is the same as operating a restau- 
rant, or $10.00 for each machine. 

LOUISIANA 

Local business tax. 

MAINE 

No tax relative to vending machines. 
If the articles sold from vending mae- 
chines do not conflict with the State 


laws relative to pure foods there is noth- 


ing to interfere with their use. 
MARYLAND 


No license necessary where vending 
machines are in use if they are on 
premises where the owner has already 
taken out a traders’ license for the busi- 
ness done by him. There is no law 
taxing vending machines as such. No 
law requiring a license for the sale of 
machines if the sale is made by the 
manufacturer, as under State laws of 
Maryland manufacturers are exempt 
from. the traders’ license law. If sales 
are not made by the manufacturer the 
seller would be regarded as a trader, and 
be required to take out the usual license 
for that business. 


MASSACHUSETTS 


No person shall maintain any slot 
machine or other automatic device, ex- 
cept gas meters, electric meters and tele- 
phones, which, upon the deposit therein 
of any coin or other article of value, 
furnishes music or other entertainment, 
exhibits pictures, provides facilities for 
weighing, supplies any merchandise or 
other thing, or renders any service, or is 
represented to do or perform any of the 
above-mentioned things, unless such ma- 
chine or device is a type approved by 
the director of standards; but no person 
maintaining such machine or device with 
respect to which, or to the operation, 
service or supplies of which, there is any 
element of chance shall be protected or 
be entitled to immunity from prosecu- 
tion because of such approval. 

Whoever installs or maintains a ma- 
chine or device mentioned in the pre- 
ceding section which is of a type not 
approved as therein provided shall, if 
such machine or device fails properly to 
respond to the insertion or deposit there- 
in of a coin or other article of value, 
be punished by a fine of not more than 
$26. 

MICHIGAN 


Regulation of vending machines is un- 
der the jurisdiction of the various 
municipalities, such as cities, villages 
and townships. 

MINNESOTA 

There is no special legislation relative 
to the taxing of vending machines. They 
are taxable as any other personal prop- 
erty. There may be cities that have 
adopted regulatory measures, but this 
can only be determined from an exam- 
ination of city charters and ordinances. 


MISSISSIPPI 

Upon each person operating any slot 
machine or permitting a slot machine to 
be operated in his place of business, 
wherein is kept any article to be pur- 
chased by depositing any coin, or token, 
or thing of value and in which may be 
had any article of merchandise, or any 
machine wherein may be seen any pic- 
ture, or heard any music by depositing 
therein any coin, token or thing of 
value, or any slot weighing machine, or 
any machine for making stencils by the 
use of contrivances, operated by deposit- 
ing in the machine any coin, token or 
thing of value, or any machine wherein 
any game may be played or form of di- 
version may be had by depositing therein 
any coin, token or thing of value, State- 
wide tax as follows: 

For each machine requiring a deposit 
of a coin or token of less than five cents 
in value, $4.00. 

For each machine requiring the de- 
posit of a coin or token of five cents 
or more and less than 10 cents in value, 
$10.00. 

For each machine requiring the deposit 
of a coin or token of 10 cents and not 
more than 20 cents in value, $20.00. 

For each machine requiring a deposit 
of a coin or token of more than 20 cents 
in value, $30.00. 

Provided, that this tax shall not apply 
to machines from which drinking cups 
are delivered at not more than one cent 
per cup, nor to persons operating slot 
machines for the sale of articles to their 
own employees exclusively without prof- 
it.

Joint Protective Resolution 


Suggested for ISMA Meet 


Following is a copy of a joint resolu- 
tion suggested to be presented at the 
annual convention of the International 
Stamp .Manufacturers’ Association this 
month in Buffalo, N. Y., as released June 
10 by the Automatic Merchandisers’ 
Association: 

Whereas, The Automatic Merchan- 
disers’ Association is attempting to pro- 
tect its members from losses caused by 
the use of spurious coins, slugs and 
other devices put into vending machines 
for the purpose of defrauding the 
same; and 

Whereas, The Automatic Merchan- 
disers’ Association, in pursuit of this 
aim, desires to introduce protective 
legislation in the various States of the 
United States, and 

Whereas, The International Stamp 
Manufacturers’ Association has among 
its membership various manufacturers 
of such legitimate products as trade 
checks, time checks, tool checks, em- 
ployees’ badges, Masonic coins, memo- 
rial coins, etc., all of which products, 
while manufactured for an altogether 
legitimate use, may nevetheless be used 
to defraud vending machines when and 
if such products are made of the size 
and dimensions of United States coins 
or of similar size and dimensions; and 

Whereas, The International Stamp 
Manufacturers’ Association desires to 
co-operate with the Automatic Mer- 
chandisers’ Association in formulating 
and furthering the passage of such 
legislation as will protect the manufac- 
turers and operators of vending ma- 
chines, while at the same time protect- 
ing the stamp manufacturer in the 
manufacture of legitimate products; 

And Whereas, The Automatic Mer- 
chandisers’ Association recommends that 
on and after date members of the Inter- 
national, Stamp Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion cease to produce trade checks, time 
checks, tool checks, employees’ badges, 
Masonic coins, memorial coins, tokens, 
slugs, etc., less than .020 of an inch of 
the diameter of United States currency 
up to and including the half dollar un- 
less same carries not less than 5-16-inch 
round hole at exact center; now there- 
fore, . 

Be It Resolved, That the representa- 
tives of the International Stamp Manu- 
facturers’ Association on the joint com- 
mittee on fradulent coin legislation be 
authorized and directed by the members 
assembled at this convention to complete 
negotiations and when completed notify 
all members, who will govern themselves 
in accordance with the findings of said 
committee. ,

in the demonstration of the machines 
before Magistrate Brodie. Incidentally, 
the court kept the mints which the 
machine delivered in return for the two 
nickels which the Crown had seen 
deposited.

The Crown attempted to prove to the 
court that the machines were gambling 
devices. 

One nickel was placed in the machine 
and a package of mints was delivered.

The court 
ruled that on the evidence preduced the 
machine was a simple vending device 
and that it was necessary to prove that 
slugs will operate the machine and 
secure some return or place some value 
on the slugs.

Orleans County Fair To 
Have Big Running Meet 


ALBION, N. Y., June 13.—After several 
months cf careful study, board of di- 
rectors of Orleans County Fair has voted 
to replace the usual harness race program 
with running races.

$94,784 in Premiums 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., June 13.—With 
a total of $94,784 in premiums for the 
i5th annual Eastern States Exposition, 
the management is again offering to ex- 
hibitors the largest amount of prize 
money anywhere in the East. 

Of the grand total, $27,341 is offered 
on dairy and beef cattle, $3,925 on swine, 
$4,215 on draft horses and %3,848 on 
sheep. Speed programs, including light 
harness and automobile racing, call for 
purses of $18,300, and prizes for the 
Springfield Horse Show amount to $19,- 
000. In the specialized divisions, the 
generai prize list shows $1,000 for dog 
show, $1,500 for poultry, $970 for Inter- 
collegiate Students’ Judging Contests, 
$720 for boys’ and girls’ musical organi- 
zations, $700 for the second annual rab- 
bit show and $200 each for cat show and 
annua! championship sheep dog trials.

Bakersfield 1931 Fair 
Off; To Return in °32 


BAKERSFIELD, Calif., June 13.—Board 
of directors of Kern County Fair_here, 
after very careful and thoughtful in- 
vestigation, has decided not to hold a 
fair this year. 


“This action was taken because of the 
belief that under present economic con- 
ditions as much economy should be prac- 
ticed as possible,” said L. B. Nourse, 
secretary-manager. “We are, however, 
planning on a larger and better fair in 
1932, and it has been decided to make 
it a fair strictly for Kern County people 
by limiting all premium-book exhibits 
to Kern County products. This will cut 
out the professional showing of cattle, 
sheep, swine and chickens by string men 
who make a practice of following fair 
circuits for the prize money they can 
win. Directors believe this action will 
encourage local people to show their 
stock against their neighbors at the fair, 
rather than against a show herd which 
is specially fitted for the sole purpose of 
winning money. 

“It also is the hope of the directors 
to make the 1932 fair free by charging 
no admission to the grounds, and we are 
asking everyone to begin planning to 
make it one of the greatest exhibits of 
Kern County préducts ever held.” 


Made Official Indian Fair 


State Legislature of Oklahoma has 
passed a resolution making the Indian 
fair at Craterville Park the official Okla- 
homa State Indian Fair. It also has 
made an appropriation of $2,000 for pre- 
miums on live stock and agriculture. 
Herman Asenap is secretary of the fair. 


Deficiency Appropriation 
Granted Fairs in Illinois 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., June 13. — Gov. 
Louis L. Emmerson’s approval of the 
bill to complete payment of premium 
reimbursement to the county fairs of 
Illinois has authorized the distribution 
of $11,243.41 to the 60 fairs that, in 1930, 
participated in the State aid fund 
created by collections from the licensed 
race tracks of the State. 

This supplemental payment, according 
to Director Stuart E. Pierson of the 


State Department of Agriculture, brings’ 


the amount that county fairs of 1929 
and 1930 get from the race track license 
fees and admission taxes up to $531,243.41 
—the largest amount that Mlinois has 
ever. paid for the support of agricultural 
fairs. 

The locations of the participating fairs 
and the amounts each gets out of the 
deficiency appropriation include the fol- 
lowing: 

Mt. Sterling, $61.78; Taylorville, $473.28; 


Lewiston, $180.24; Carrollton, $167.27; 


Jerseyville, $179.99: Petersburg, $19.91; 
Jacksonville, $509.77, and Shelbyville, 
$222.35. 


The law relating to State aid to county 
fairs. gives the director of agriculture 
authority to reimburse their treasuries 
for a portion of their premium payments 
on the following schedule: 85 per cent 
of the first $1,000; 75 per cent of the 
second $1,000; 65 per cent of the next 
$2,000 and 55 per cent of all premium 
payments in the classes that are applica- 
ble in excess of $4,000. This payment is 
made providing the balance in the ap- 
propriation is adequate. 


In 1929, the Legislature set aside 
$520,000 for this purpose. Payments that 
year totaled $276,251.71. That left 
$243,748.29 in the fund. Claim for State 
aid totaled $254,991.79, hence the neces- 
sity of the $11,243.41 deficiency appro- 
priation.

Board of Agriculture, now 
in control, starts planning 


— $10,000 is appropriated 


RALEIGH, N. C., June 13.— 
The State Board of Agriculture 
this week proceeded with plans 
for holding thé 1931 State Fair 
here, for which an appropriation 
of $10,000 has been made by the 
General Assembly. The annual 
premium list was ordered revised 
and plans were made to prepare a 
racing program. Nothing was 
done, however, in regard to obtaining 
amusements, altho two amusement com- 
pany representatives attended the board 
meeting early this week. 

Owing to the limited appropriation 
and other financial difficulties of the 
State Fair, Commissioner of Agriculture 
W. A. Graham said the board would 
move cautiously in planning for the 
1931 exhibit. 

The 1931 Legislature placed control 
of the fair in the State Board of Agricul- 
ture. Previously it has been operated 


by directors appointed by the General 
Assembly. 


Rain and Cool Weather 
Hampers Gary, Ind., Fete 


GARY, Ind., June 13.—A four-day fete 
celebrating Gary’s growth from a strag- 
gling village to a city of more than 100,- 
000 was greatly hampered by rain and 
cool weather last week. This cut down 
attendance at the various events and 
caused more or less rearrangement of the 
program.

HE MIDLAND Empire Pair at Bill- 
ings, Mont., has decided upon a new 
closing day feature for this year’s 
event—a Mardi Gras. The idea is not 


entirely new in the fair world. It has 
been tried out by other larger exposi- 
tions, and while successful more or less, 
the main difficulty encountered seemed 
to be the method to pursue in the selec- 
tion of a queen to preside over the spe- 
cial festivities. In some cases the queen's 
honors went to the girl selling the most 
tickets, with complete disregard to pul- 
chritude. And right there is where the 
hornet's nest was stirred up. 


The plan by which the Midland Em- 
pire Fair will select the queen for its 
Mardi Gras has not been decided upon. 
But no sooner had the announcement 
of the special event been made than 
The Billings Gazette came out with an 
editorial on the subject of selection of 
queen. The editorial pictures the situa- 
tion exactly, and for the benefit of fair 
men in general we are reprinting it 
herewith: 

. . . 


“The Mardi Gras which Midland Em- 
pire Fair commissioners have decided to 
add to features of fair week this year is 
a new and should be an interesting and 
delightful attraction. At other exposi- 
tions this festive program has added 
much to the amusement values, and 
there is reason to believe the same ex- 
perience will result in Billings. 


* * > 

“As a sort of hub for the Mardi Gras, 
of course, there must be a queen. If 
there is no reigning beauty to whom the 
revelers must pay homage there could 
be no real carnival. Selection of the 
quecn possibly is causing considerable 
study on the part of the fair board. We 
hope that it decides to select a queen 
for her own queenly sake and not select 
a supersaleslady following the old style 
and obsolete system of picking queens. 


“When the queen of this-and-that was 
selected as an advertising or promotion 
f.ature it was the custom to pick the 
girl who sold the most tickets or who 
brought in the most trade coupons. The 
pictorial services widely distribute the 
pictures and of course it is no compli- 
ment to the women of an area if their 
queen happens to be a wizard of a cou- 
pon hustler, but of questionable quali- 
ties as to pulchritude. 

. . . 

“We suggest that the queen be picked 
solely for ber queenly attributes. That 
she not be required to get votes or be 
related to any person of influence or 
affluence. It would be better to select a 
large committee. sufficiently varied in 
makeup to represent a cross section of 
tastes as to comeliness, and let it pick 
a queen anonymously and stand or fall 
upon its selection. If we are to have 
a queen, let’s get the queeniest looking 
queen in the Midland Empire, not the 
best ticket vender.”

Situated just four blocks from 
the City Square, it is laid out in 4 
horseshoe shape and the midway com- 
mences immediately inside the gates so 
that all patrons must go thru the mid- 
way before reaching the grand stand and 
exhibit buildings. It would be a blessing 
for all carnivals if all midways were 
located in this manner. 

Walter I. Manny, secretary Brown 
County Fair, is probably one of the best 
fair men in the State. Secretaries from 
the surrounding fairs come to Manny 
almost weekly for advice and sugges- 
tions. Here is another fair that always 
shows a profit and one of the secrets of 
its success is the fact that the directors 
leave practically everything in connec- 
tion with the fair up to Manny. 

E. C. Dunham, president Pike County 
Fair, Griggsville, is another one of 
Illinois’ well-liked fair men. One of the 
commendable arrangements at this fair 
is paying off the horsemen immediately 
after every race. Paul Rigney, the sec- 
retary, has envelopes with the prize 
money all arranged every morning. 

A. A. Brown, president Randolph 
County Fair, Sparta, is very enthusiastic 
Over conditions in his county. Crops 
look better than ever, which is general 
in Tlinois, and in Randolph County all 
the mines, as well as factories, are again 
working. Sol’s Liberty Shows have beer 
booked here to furnish the midway 
attractions. 

After a year sans any fair Carthage 
will be in the lineup again this year. 
The American Legion of that city is 
putting on the event instead of the old 
Hancock County Fair Association. More 
power to the Legion boys of that city. 
R. D. Denton is secretary there. 

Roseville was the scene last year of 
Warren County's first fair. The new 
live fair board put over a splendid event 
in 1930 and has big plans and prospects 
for the affair this year. Parks Forster 
is secretary. 

At a meeting in Tuscola last week 
members of the Douglas County Fair 
Association decided definitely not to 
hold a fair there this year. Since Atwood 
dropped its fair last year and will not 
hold any this year, Arthur will be the 
only fair to be held in Douglas County 
this year.

46th District, sponsoring 
Southern California event, 
merged with 9th District 


RIVERSIDE, Calif., June 13. 
—By a stroke of the pen at 
Pomona the Southern California 
Fair passed into history. Presi- 
dent T. H. Rosenberger, acting 
for the directors of the 46th 
Agricultural District,under whose 
auspices the fair in Riverside was 
conducted, signed the agreement, 
which provides for the consolida- 
tion of the 46th and the 9th agricul- 
tural districts. Atty.-Gen. U. S. Webb 
had ruled that the State appropriation 
of $25,000, passed by the 1931 Legislature, 
could legally be used by the ninth agri- 
cultural district with a merger of the 
two districts. This was the only thing 
that stood in the way of consolidation. 

President T. H. Rosenberger has sent 
out letters to creditors apprising them 
on what basis the indebtedness of the 
46th Agricultural District and the old 
association would be settled: Amount 
of money to be distributed is $11,000, 
that sum being turned over to the 46th 
Agricultural District by the ninth dis- 
trict for that purpose. The physical 
property on the Riverside fairgrounds 
will be quitclaimed to the city of River- 
side. The value of the improvements 
as they stand is estimated at between 
$45,000 and $50,000. 

Directors of the 46th Agricultural 
District will provide the sum of #500 for 
the building of a polo field within the 
race track, it being understood that the 
city would develop a playground on the 
city property. 

The action at Pomona had to have 
the indorsement of the Ninth Agricul- 
tural District directors, the Los Angeles 
County Fair being an individual cor- 
poration operating the fair under con- 
tract with the Ninth District, the latter 
not being responsible for any indebted- 
ness, but having the last say on the 
nature of the agricultural exhibition put 
on by the Los Angeles County Fair. 

“It was the only sane thing to do,” 
President Rosenberger stated. “Faced 
with a heavy indebtedness and only 
$25,000 in sight, we were faced with a 
proposition in which failure meant only 
an added indebtedness. I feel that, from 
a business standpoint, the merger, under 
the agreement made, was the only wise 
thing to do.” 


Perry and Warsaw Fairs 


May Be Consolidated 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., June 13.—Perry 
and Warsaw fairs, two of the oldest in 
Western New York, will be consolidated 
this year if plans put into the hands of 
New York State Department of Agricul- 
ture and Markets this week are approved. 

Both fairs, like other rural enterprises, 
have been hitting the financial bumps 
in the last few years. Under the new 
plan, the joint fair, only one remaining 
in Wyoming County, will be backed by 
the efforts of a number of farm organi- 
vations. The Warsaw Fair Society re- 
cently voted to sell its property to the 
Village of Warsaw for a recreational cen- 
ter when it faced an indebtedness of 
$21,600. 


Mi. Sterling Dates Changed 


John B. Davis, agent Coe Bros.’ Shows, 
advises that the dates of Mt. Sterling 
(Ky.) Fair have been changed from July 
2-4 to July 13-18. “Change was made 
at my request,” says Davis, “as it was 
impossible to play the fair at an earlier 


date. I have signed contracts for the 
entire midway attractions to be fur- 
nished by Coe Bros.’ Shows.”

SECTION 5. Annually, on or before 
the 15th day of November, an association 
applying for the benefits of this act shall 
file with the Auditor General a state- 
ment, sworn to by its president, attested 
by its secretary, with corporate seal at- 
tached, setting forth the name of the as- 
sociation, the time and place of the ex- 
hibition, and the amount of premiums 
actually paid, giving the names and ad- 
dresses of the persons to whom such 
premiums were paid, and in what class, 
kind or department. 


SECTION 6. Payments to incorporated 
agricultural associations under the pro- 
visions of this act shall be made by the 
State Treasurer, upon warrant of the 
Auditor General, issued on or before the 
15th day of December of the year in 
which the exhibition is held. 


RHODE ISLAND 


Resolution making an appropriation 
for the various fairs to be held in Rhode 
Island during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1922, follows: 


Resolved, That the sum of $14,050 be, 
and the same hereby is appropriated, out 
of any money in the treasury not other- 
wise appropriated, to be expended during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1932, by 
the State Commissioner of Agriculture 
for the purpose of promoting and en- 
couraging agricultural, horticultural and 
mechanical industry and of raising the 
standards of agricultural and horticul- 
tural products of the farm, mill, work- 
shop and household thruout the State, by 
means of payments of awards and 
premiums to such citizens of this State 
as may become entitled to the same as 
exhibitors of agricultural, horticultural 
or mechanical products at public fairs or 
exhibitions held during the said fiscal 
year by the societies and associations 
hereinafter named, provided the said 
fairs and exhibitions are held and said 
awards and premiums are made and 
awarded in accordiance with the rules 
and regulations prescribed by the said 
commissioner; and the said commissioner 
may apportion said sum among said so- 
cieties and associations for the payment 
of said awards and premiums thru said 
societies and associations, in amounts 
not exceeding the sums hereinafter men- 
tioned for each of said societies and as- 
sociations, to wit: Thru the Washington 
County Agricultural Society, not to ex- 
ceed $1,500; thru the Rhode Island Hor- 
ticultural Society, not to exceed $1,000; 
thru the Rhode Island Poultry Associa- 
tion, not to exceed $1,200; thru the New. 
port County Agricultural Society, not to 
exceed $1,000; thru the Newport Horti- 
cultural Society, not to exceed $1,000; 
thru the Woonsocket Poultry Association, 
not to exceed $1,000; thru the North 
Kingstown Poultry Association, not to 
exceed $500; thru the South County 
Poultry Association, not to exceed $750; 
thru the Bristol Association, not to ex- 
ceed $500; thru the Pawtucket Poultry 
Association, not to exceed $1,000; thru 
the North Providence Poultry Association, 
not to exceed $500; thru the South Kings- 
town and Narragansett Poultry Associa- 
tion, not to exceed $500; thru the Rhode 
Island Fruit Growers’ Association, not to 
exceed $500; thru the Providence County 
Agricultural Association, not to exceed 
$1,000; thru the Pawtuxet Valley Agri- 
cultural Society, not to exceed $1,000; 
thru the Cranston Poultry Association, 
not to exceed $500; thru the Pawtuxet 
Valley Poultry Association, not to exceed 
$500; and the State Comptroller is hereby 
authorized and directed to draw his or- 
ders upon the General Treasurer for the 


payment of said sums or so much there- 
of as may be required, upon receipt by 
him of proper certificates approved by 
the State Commissioner of Agriculture. 
And it is further 

Resolved, That the sum of $1,800 is 
hereby appropriated, out of any money 
in the treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated to be expended during the period 
ending June 30, 1932, by the State Com- 
missioner of Agriculture for the purpose 
of carrying on educational work thru the 
State for the promotion of agricultural 
and horticultural development; and the 
said commissioner may pay $1,000 thereof 
to the Rhode Island Horticultural So- 
ciety and $800 thereof to the Rhode 
Island Agricultural Conference for con- 
ducting, under the direction of said com. 
missioner, said educational work; and the 
State Comptroller is hereby authorized 
and directed to draw his orders upon the 
General Treasurer for the payment of 
said sum or so much thereof as may be 
required, upon receipt by him of proper 
certificates approved by the State Com- 
missioner of Agriculture.

Wisconsin State 
Still in Doubt 


MADISON, Wis., June 13.—Prospects 
for a 1931 Wisconsin State Fair appeared 
still more gloomy following the Senate’s 
refusal Wednesday to accept the Assem- 
bly’s proposal to finance the exposition 
at the expense of the bovine tuberculosis 
eradication program. Only hope remain- 
ing for the fair, apparently, is that some 
compromise may be reached by a con- 
ference committee, altho under existing 
circumstances this hope is slight. 

After Governor Phil La Follette vetoed 
the State fair appropriation in the budget 
bill, the Senate passed a direct appro- 
priation of $255,000 to save the fair. The 
Governor had indicated that he was op- 
posed to the fair, but would approve an 
appropriation only if it was offset by re- 
duction elsewhere in the budget of the 
commission on agriculture and markets. 

Assembly progressives recognized this 
stand of their leader by adding an 
amendment to the Senate State fair bill 
to change the bovine tuberculosis re- 
test program from a three-year to a five- 
year basis. This would permit the use 
of some of the bovine tuberculosis funds 
for the fair. The amendment was re- 
jected 24 to 8. 


Suit Settled; Stark 
County Fair Definite 


CANTON, O., June 13.—Ed §, Wilson, 
secretary Stark County Agricultural As- 
sociation, announced this week that the 
annual Stark County Fair, plans for 
which have been in doubt, will be held 
as scheduled, opening Labor Day for five 
days and nights. 

Settlement of the case of Lawrence 
Rapetti against the society has been 
reached. Rapetti sued for injuries re- 
ceived while attending an auto race at 
the fairgrounds July 4, 1928. 


Agricultural Pageant Planned 


CHARDON, O., June 13.—A pageant 
will be presented in Burton at the cen- 
tennial county fair this year. Written 
and directed by Verna E\lsinger, it will 
depict the agriculture methods in use 
in George Washington’s time, the trek 
of the New England settlers to Ohio and 
the changes of agriculture thru educa- 
tion and scientific farm methods. 


Franklin County 
Prospects Good

makes an agricultural society more am- 
bitious than when its expenses are less 
than its receipts. With a glimpse of the 
silver lining thru the clouds of doubt as 
expressed by a gratifying fair last year, 
the Franklin County Agricultural Society, 
Greenfield, Mass., is forging ahead with 
more pep, vim and vigor than has been 
shown in a docade.

Shows’ auspices engage- 
ment in Sioux Falls con- 
cluded despite opposition 


One of the large carnival or- 
ganizations, Dodson’s World’s 
Fair Shows, recently encountered 
some opposition, with petitioned 
injunction proceedings, at Sioux 
Falls, S. D., which, incidentally, 
did not materialize into court 
granting, but completed its week 
engagement. The engagement 


was sponsored by the Trades & 
Labor Council and had the moral sup- 
port of citizens. Inclement weather 
greatly interfered with what would otvher- 
wise have been a week of gayety for the 
Sioux Falls citizenry and remuneration 
for the outdoor show cdmpany. In- 
cidental to the foregoing the following 
is culled from a communication to The 
Billboard, regarding the Sioux Falls date, 
from an executive of the Dodson Shows: 

An incident relative to the engage- 
ment was about as follows, according to 
reports: A city ordinance calls for a 
license fee of $200 per day for carnivals 
within the city limits. The mayor and 
commissioners, however, told the Trades 
and Labor Council to go ahead and they 
would make the license a little more 
reasonable, possibly not charge them 
anything. Picture show interests learned 
Of this thru inquiry at the city treas- 
urer’s office and one of them, M. P. Pay, 
got out an injunction to stop the show- 
ing until the full amount of the license 
had been paid. The case was heard 
Thursday morning, the judge reserving 
his decision until the following day, at 
which time he said he had been unable 
to come to a decision on account of the 
mumber of other cases he had been 
forced to hear, and that as Saturday 
Was a legal holiday (May 30) he would 
have to postpone his decision until 
Monday. The show moved as usual 
Sunday, with the case pending, without 
bond. The writer understands that Mr. 
Pay, in his petition for injunction, 
stated that his reason for starting action 
in the case was the probable loss to his 
picture show that week would be $150 
on account of the opposition showing. 
Since leaving there the writer under- 
stands that the case was dismissed on 
the ground that the mayor and com- 
missioners voted the ordinance and 
therefore were within their rights in 
revoking it.

Sullivans Have Combination 


Of Events for Celebration 


Whether providential or mere coinci- 
dence, July 3 each year is a date just pre- 
ceding Independence Day of the United 
States to be observed by families of the 
Sullivans, of Eli Bridge Company note. 
It marks the wedding anniversary of Mr. 
and Mrs. W. E. Sullivan, the birthdate 
of that “grand old man,” W. E. Sullivan, 
founder and president of the firm, also 
birthdate of Lee A. Sullivan, their son 
and secretary-treasurer of the company. 
A triumvirate of occasions. Two succes- 
sive days of celebration—inclusive of the 
“Fourth!” 

This year there is an outstanding event 
to be observed by the Sullivans. It is 
the golden wedding anniversary of Mr. 
and Mrs. W. E. Sullivan. 
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ROBABLY the most ridiculous bit of 
“guessing” in advance of a carnival 
engagement yet coming to this writ- 
er’s notice appeared in a “knocking” ar- 
ticle, headed “NANTICOKE,” in a recent 
edition of Sunday Independent, Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa. The story had earmarks of 
containing local (Nanticoke, Pa.) politics 
atmosphere, because of firemen sporsor- 
ing the engagement, the carnival or- 
ganization to provide the amusements 
woven into it. 
. . . 

The “guess” referred to read thus: 
“... most likely will fleece the people 
who are foolish enough to patronize their 
flimflam concessions out of between 
$35,000 to $40,000." Ye, Gads—$35,000 
to $40,000!" Doubtless the combined net 
total (not just “concessions,” but 
SHOWS, RIDES and CONCESSIONS) of 
all the ntarly 300 carnivals in the United 
States did not reach so great a sum that 
week! The writer has not yet received 
the “lowdown” from the carnival com- 
pany management, but it’s a safe de- 
duction that under existing weather and 
employment conditions this spring, the 
show’s receipts did not cover its expenses 
at Nanticoke! As to “fleece” and “flim- 
flam” (in advance), such could only be 
guessing, but the terms could be used 
if as oppressive propaganda. 


HERE could not be a more mutually 

fair crowd-playing concession than 

a legitimately operated merchandise 
wheel. Each player has equal opportu- 
nity with the others, the operator only 
expecting and receiving his percentage 
share to cover stock and operation ex- 
penditures and business-due profit! In 
some localities such legitimately oper- 
ated wheels have been subjects of un- 
just knocks—mostly by people either 
virtually ignorant of the wheel’s fairness 
worth, or too narrowminded to seek or 
receive enlightenment on their virtue. 
For instance, when the numbers are all 
taken by players and creditable, attrac- 
tive merchandise is given at each turn 
of the wheel, tHe one securing the 
“prize” is satisfied and the others have 
had their “10 cents’ worth” in fun and 
spirit of contest. Further: [If, for in- 
stance, but a few of the numbers are 
played and one of those secures a com- 
paratively (compared to local store 
prices) high-priced article, the conces- 
sioner is the loser—which surely is fair 
play on his part—his opportunity for 
profit lies in a volume of customers (as 
with a 10-cent store, cut-priced drug 
stores, etc.). 


In some of the localities where mere 
chandise wheels have been “taboo,” con- 
cessioners and citizens really in the know 
have labored and talked for their replace- 
ment, in many instances successfully. 
However, in a certain large city of the 
Central States and in a State where for 
some time legislative action has been 
against even the ever-fair merchandise 
wheels (principally because of bewhis- 
kered, old-fogie hallucinations), conces- 
sion operators have been exceptionally 
laborious toward elimination of such 
legislation. Some weeks ago there was 
cpportunity for a realization of at least 
a true-value showing to the populace 
and officials, and directly inside the 
State’s capital city. But narrow-minded 
showmen and concessioners stepped into 
the picture, unthinkingly and incredibly 
“throwing a wrench into the works.” At 
the start of a carnival’s engagement on- 
the-level merchandise wheels were in Oper- 
ation, and everybody seemed perfectly sat- 
isfied except a few other-company show- 
folks who had previously been festricted 
from operating concession wheels of any 
nature. Instead of keeping their own 
counsel and allowing the wheels in ques- 
tion to continue thruout the engagement 
(as they almost doubtless would), and 
then attempt operation of such conces- 


sions themselves, in the same city, the 
formerly restricted parties went to of- 
ficials with such childishness as “Why 
do you allow them to use wheels and 
didn’t let us use them?” Result, down 
came the wheels referred to after the 
second night’s operation. and now even 
merchandise wheels remain on the taboo 
list, and, incidentally (justifiably), for the 
very ones who “yelled”—whatever show- 
folks wish to call it. Their action was 
surely a case of “penny wise and pound 
foolish!”

Raymond A. Lee, secretary, and several 
other State fair officials were present 
and took an active part in the session. 
Prior to the opening a buffet luncheon 
was served. Setting the meeting off to 
a good start, Mrs. Williams, of the State 
fair office, led the assemblage in singing 
“pep” songs. 

President Walter Olson opened the ses- 
sion with a short talk on Our Responsi- 
bility and How We Are Going To Meet It. 
Fairs cannot be expected to pay a profit, 
he said, but they do pay worth-whil: 
dividends in the matter of education 
The president stressed the necessity of 
striving for better exhibits and other 
educational features. At the same time 
he called attention to the very great im- 
portance of entertainment in building 
up a fair; citing the often demoristrated 
fact that without entertainment features 
to draw attendance the fair would de- 
cline. He urged that more attention be 
paid to improving the midway and con- 
cessions, and that an attempt be made 
to tie up educational features with en- 
tertainment as a means of increasing 
interest. 

R. A. Trovatten, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture, Dairy and Food, was introduced 
and spoke briefly, pledging his aid in 
furthering the work of the fairs. 

R. S. Thornton, secretary of the fair 
at Alexandria, and William A. Linde- 
mann, secretary New Ulm Fair, sketched 
the work of 4-H Club boys and girls.

They are paid 10 per cent 
commission, und a prize of $10 is award- 
ed the member selling the most tickets. 

Dean Conkey, of Minnesota Univer- 
sity farm; E. H. Smith, secretary Waseca 
County Fair, and Denny Bow, of Roches- 
ter, discussed the attitude fair officials 
should take with reference to outside 
exhibits.

No. 817, and Martin Lacey, the last 
named executive representative. The in- 
quiry is being made under the State 
Donnelly Anti-Monopoly Law, and Sec- 
tions 340, 342 und 343 of the General 
Business Law. 

It is charged that the three oragniza- 
tions, under the leadership of Martin 
Lacey, have been working in conspiracy 
to smash certain undesirable members 60 
that one concern will eventually control 
the entire theatrical trucking business, 
and to keep new trucking firms from 
entering the business. This monopolis- 
tic tendency is charged to have caused 
the present exorbitant haulage retes, the 
forced use of unnecessary union men, the 
countless restrictions on the movement 
of the scenery and props, and the many 
inconveniences that performers must put 
up with. 

The high rates for haulage have been 
a severe handicap to a vaude comeback.
